SCOTCH PIG-IRON. 


S1r,—As a journalis: devoted to the interests of the Iron Trade, I desire 
to call your attention to the present wild speculation in this article, which 
has advanced the price to a point that has already caused orders, usually 
executed here, to be sent to other markets. 

I grant that in the recent healthy state of trade, and decrease in stock 
(say) from seven to six months’ supply, an advance to (say) 60s. per ton 
was legitimate; but I protest against any combination of spectlators, in 
Liverpool or elsewhere, forcing the price to over 70s. per ton, and thereby 
destroying and driving away the trade in iron manufactures from this 
quarter. I cannot enter into the merits of the question as between 
“bull” and “bear,” but have foresight enough to see that ere long a 
crash is inevitable if prices thus continue to be unduly inflated.

OIL AND COKE FROM COAL AND SLACK. 


S1r,—In last week’s Journal I notice a letter from Mr. J. Nicholas ex- 
plaining more fully the nature for his patent for utilising the gaseous pro- 
ducts at present lost in the production of hard coke. Whilst giving Mr. 
Nicholas credit for having accomplished a difficult task, which has frequently 
been attempted, and heretofore has signally failed, it appears to me he 
sadly underrates the marketable value of this product when expressing an 
opinion relative to its value, even if prodaced in the quantities which must 
result from the general application of this discovery. In the event of crude 
oil being used as a substitute for coal in its application to marine boilers, 
and Mr. Nicholas proves that it can be consumed for ocean-going steam- 
ers, it requires no great stretch of imagination to prognosticate a ready 
and unlimited sale for the article at nearly its present value. The eco- 
nomy in space saved in stowage, and the consequent greater cargo-carrying 
capacity which must necessarily be afforded, should at once cause its general 
adoption. I see no reason whatever why steamers should not apply it. 
As an illuminator its properties are all that can be desired, and could coal 
oil be obtained in sufficient quantities for exportation to countries relying 
upon England for their supply of coal for gas-making purposes, there is 
every probability that it would be sabstituted. One ton of this article will 
produce as much gas as five tons of coal, and there would, consequently, 
be a saving of four tons in freight. For home use I do not see that it can 
possibly be applied, for the simple reason that a sufficient supply could not 
be obtained. London alone would consume 160,000 tons:-for manufactar- 
ing the 8,000,000,000 feet of gas consumed annually, the present yearly 
requirements of coal applied in this way for the metropolis being 800,000 
tons. The great importance of this question must be my apology for 
trespassing upon your space, coupled with a desire to prove that coal oil 
must necessarily, even when produced by utilising the 400,000 tons of 
vapour which are sapposed to be going to waste in the production of coke, 
and provided coal oil can be applied for the purposes named in Mr. Ni- 
cholas’s letter, always command a price that will leave the manufacturer 
a very handsome return, my own impression being that for either ships’ 
use or export there would be no difficulty in placing it at 52. per ton for 
either purpose.—Liverpool, Feb. 15. Coat Om. . 


FREEING GAS FROM COAL MINES. 

Srr,—Through some irregularity I did not receive the Mining Journal 

in time to reply to Mr. Adcroft’s letter last week. I regret that he is dis- 
appointed by my not entering into fuller explanations respecting my in- 
vention, but I think he must have overlooked my offer to meet him at any 
time or place he may name. In reference to the amount of gas Mr. Ad- 
croft asserts he has removed in five minutes or hours, I mean to say it is 
a stain on the honour of coal proprietors if such a thing as an explosion 
is ever again heard of. If the thing is so easily done, why does he allow 
such large areas of gas to accumulate in his old workings? I cannot help 
thinking there is one point to be considered in the bringing out of a new 
invention which ought to far outweigh economy and expedition—that is, 
preservation of life. He asks, can I compel gas to move one way while 
air is moving another? I can, and by one of the unerring laws of Nature. 
I do not profess to work miracles, but I guarantee that wherever a reservoir 
of gas may may be it is in my power to remove it to the surface, and that 
without chemical or mechanical aid. He asks me to show how much better 
and safer the miner would be were my plan put into operation. May I 
ask him whether is a miner safer in a mine where there are accumulations 
of gas or, in one where these accumulations are carefully drained away? 

Now, as regards one or two other remarks, I beg to say I am not child 
enough to imagine that there are no difficulties to contend with; in fact, 
Iam inclined to think there are many, and doubtless great ones, but I 
am not aware that any great object has ever been unattended by them. 
I think he will agree that if life is of value, difficulties, however great, 
should be energetically grappled with, and, if possible, overcome. Can I 
prevent the diffusion of gas? It is a well-known fact that inflammable 
gas will float upon atmospheric air until it reaches the highest level in a 
goaf, which could be removed by my plan from there into the return air- 
way (if it be above the level of the gas in the goaf), or to the pit’s mouth. 
Can [ rob it of its inflammable qualities? No. Do I know of any che- 
mical compound, by the use of which it would be rendered harmless ? 
No. I beg to remark that I have no wish to interfere with the present 
excellent system of ventilatior.; still, as Mr. Adcroft states, there is room 
for improvement, it cannot be doubted that the removal of inflammable 
gas is the desideratam required, and I opine that if my system were car- 
ried out with the strictest supervision, it would be possible for the men to 
work with naked lights. 

I should much like it co have a fair trial, as I am quite disinterested in 
the matter, willing to enter into every particular, and to undergo the 
strictest and most searching investigation, by unprejudiced men; this, he 
must admit, is not much to ask, and for the sake of humanity I hone it 
will be complied with.— Blaenavon, Feb. 13. J. G. WILLiaMs, 


THE BRITISH COPPER AND TIN MINING INTEREST. 


S1z,—The news of the stoppage of the St. Day United Mines fell like a 
thunder clap upon many who were uninitiated in the circumstances of the 
Cornish mines generally. I fear the suspension of these extensive mines 
is fraught with disaster far beyond the mere momentary surprise excited 
thereby. Doubt once engendered, or distrust in the continuity of well- 
doing, long-established mines will have a terrible effect. It must be ad- 
mitted that many of your correspondents have long foretold the decadence 
of many deep mines from want of copper ores, but still the produce of tin 
has enabled them to be continued. Now that the prices of tin show no 
improvement, notwithstanding the supposed canse of the depression (the 
American war) has been removed, it will be utterly impossible to work 
deep and expensive mines except at a great loss. The St. Day United 
Company have only been compelled to bow to the effect of inevitable con- 
sequences, and I fear is but the first of a long catalogue to follow. 

It will be well ere it be too late to consider the matter well, and to look 
at the reverse of circumstances in its true bearings. In doing so we must 
be convinced that the quantities of tin sent to the market by the extensive 
and deep mines must so fall off as to cause a great rise in the prices for 
black tin, by which young and shallow mines will be greatly benefited. 
These, already numeroas, will be multiplied; they may be wrought to ad- 
vantage at prices the deep mines could not compete with, especially when 
the cost of labour and the high prices of coals are considered. Again, the 
tremendous sums required for plant, &c., are not necessary for shallow mines. 

The suspension of copper mines will also cause copper ores to be sought 
for in new districts, or in those where the mines have only been worked 
at shallow levels, such as in some parts of St. Agnes, especially in the sett 
now known as the Ellen United Mines, none of which run ore below the 
50 fm. level. But the district we think that will receive the greatest im- 
pulse will be about the banks of the Tamar, or the at present ultima 
thule of West of England copper mining. The proprietors of such pro- 
perties have great cause for hope, notwithstanding the depression mines 
will receive from the state of the mining market generally. 

One of your correspondents, some time sinee, in alluding to the appre- 
hended scarcity of copper ores, pointed to Ireland’s neglected resources as 
the most likely to yield the required supplies. Seeing in the Journal of 
last week a notice of the Jrish Industrial Magazine, and that it con- 
tained a good deal of matter relating to the mines of that country, I pur- 
chased and perused a copy, and I feel convinced, if the representations 
therein made be true, Ireland will be a great copper-producing country. 
Well will it be for those who take the initiative, as I observe by some re-

I am no alarmist, but I cannot close my eyes to the fact that the wealth 
of the Cornish mines is becoming a matter of history, and unless some 
important discoveries be made the number of mines suspending operations 
will daily increase.

S1r,—It seems that, not content with their attempt to ruin the colliery 
owners in their own district, the Durham Assessment Committee, by their 
agent, whom they permit to lead them like imbeciles, have now determined 
upon extending the injury, if possible, to every mine in the kingdom. The 
attack is commenced upon the mines in Cornwall and Devon, but the ob- 
vious intention is to prepare the metalliferous mine owners of the districts 
near Durham for the exaction about to be attempted. In the first place, 
the question to the President of the Board of Trade, of which Mr. Cave 
gave notice, is perverted to give a reason for the remark—“ The import- 
ance of this question will be seen by the following figures: —‘* Twenty- 
eight mines in Cornwall and Devon have paid profits in 1865 amounting 
to 209,350/. 6s. 6d.’ Now, assuming this sum to be the total profits of the 
28 mines, and calculating the rating value at 45 per cent. of the profits, which 
would be a fair proportion, the aggregaterateable value of these 28 mines 
would be 94,207/., or an average of 33641. for each mine.” Now, any- 
one who had had any experience in connection with mines would know 
that these 28 mines are already taxed, upon the whole, 209,350/. 6s. 6d. 
(heavy income tax being paid upon the whole of that sum), and that it 
would, therefore, be unjust to impose an additional burden. Those whose 
business is carried on at surface are ready enough to entice miners to their 
neighbourhood and profit by them, yet they do all in their power to make 
mining unprofitable to those engaged in it. H. C, J.

WATER AS A LUBRICATOR. 


Srr,—Having been unwell, I could not reply sooner to the letter of 
“A Railway Engineer,” which was inserted in the Journal of Jan. 27, 
but I trust you will now kindly allow me space fur that purpose. 

The letter, I must say, displays an amount of uncalled-for acerbity, at 
the same time that it is void of anything approaching a well-founded re- 
futation of the statements made by eminently practical Belgian engineers 
respecting Aerts Brothers’ axle water-box, and water as a lubricator, ina 
pamphlet compiled and written by Mr. Edouard Despret, chief-engineer 
of the Belgian Central Railway, and simply translated by me. This I say 
advisedly, because ‘A Railway Engineer” labours under the impression 
that I am the author of the said pamphlet, an honour I have no right to. 

As the agent for Messrs. Aerts Brothers and Co. for the negociation 
of their patent for the United Kingdom, and being called upon by “A 
Railway Engineer,” I think I am justified in answering the not very cour- 
teous language of the said communication, written it seems with the in- 
tention, if possible, of casting a slur on a system of lubrication in full ope- 
ration on several Belgian and other railways abroad, and now under trial 
on the North Eastern and North British Railways of thiscountry. Upon 
what grounds ‘A Railway Engineer ” sneers at Belgian certificates, and 
dares to assert that ‘it is customary for every invention tried in that coun- 
try to be pronounced highly successful until tried fairly in Great Britain, 
when the expectations which the certificates give rise to are far from be- 
ing realised,” it would be idle to enquire. I will simply say this: Belgian 
engineering skill, industry, and commerce, stand high enough in the opi- 
nion of the world at large, and in that of England in particular (‘* A 
Railway Engineer ” excepted), to look down upon such gratuitous at- 
tempts to insult with the utmost contempt. 

‘*A Railway Engineer” then proceeds: ‘ Under these circumstances, 
I think you will consider me justified in alluding to the invention upon 
its own merits alone, and apart from anything that has been done else- 
where than in England.” Yes, but it so happens that “‘ A Railway En- 
gineer ” tries only to point out demerits, evoked from his own fancy, does 
never touch upon the merits of the invention, perliaps because he cannot 
or will not see them, and certainly never alludes to what “ has been done 
in England” with the invention. 

‘*A Railway Engineer” goes on: ‘ Water lubrication is a retrograde 
movement, and one that will never be justified by practical men,” and 
this assertion is made after writing in the first paragraph of his letter— 
* Although the application of water is not in itself a novelty, water lubri- 
cation being generally understood and employed in many of our iron- 
works!” Surely there, then, it must be justified by practical men. 
* But to prove this,” he continues—that water is aretrograde movement, 
&c., “‘we must understand upon what grounds the advocates of water 
lubrication base their claims.” Those grounds are then transcribed by 
him from Mr. Despret’s pamphlet, and he then simply undertakes to re- 
fate the statement made that Aerts’ water-box fulfils those conilitions; 
but, mind, without stating upon what grounds his refutation is made, and 
this ‘“ A Railway Engineer” calls ‘‘ proving that water lubrication is a 
retrograde movement.” Itcomes simply to this—‘ A Railway Engineer’ 
asserts one thing, Mr. Despret and others assert another: ergo, ‘‘ A Rail- 
way Engineer’s ’’ assertion is the only trueone. Aningenious and handy 
sort of logic, very! 

Let me here state that it is a well-known fact that at the North-Eastern 
Railway there is as great a number of practical men engaged as at any 
similar concern in England, and I venture to say at least as practical as 
“A Railway Engineer” may be, only not so exclusive in their views. 
Now, those gentlemen have found it worth their while, because they are 
practical men, to test the system on its merits only; and I am glad to 
“avail myself of this opportunity here publicly to express my sincere thanks 
for the highly commendable, gentlemanly, and unprejudiced spirit with 
which they have allowed me to fit up, under their superintendence, first 
one axle with two boxes, and lately two more axles with four boxes, on 
Aerts Brothers’ system, in order to try it “‘on its own merits only.” For 
the particulars of the trial made with the two first boxes, fitted up on 
Sept. 4, under very unfavourable circumstances, I refer ‘‘ A Railway En- 
gineer”’ to the Journal of Jan. 13, the carriage therein referred to still 
running daily between Newcastle and Normanton. The four boxes or- 
dered later by the North Eastern Railway Company were fitted on the 
two axles of a composite (1st and 2d class) carriage on Jan. 9, and started 
on Jan. 10: 1008 miles were run with ordinary express trains between 
Newcastle and York, without a drop of water having been added, and 
there was still plenty of water for another 1000 milesrun! As for grease, 
the quantity used when the boxes were being fitted up to prevent corro- 
sion from the water coming in contact with the body of the box and axle 
muy have amounted to 1 oz. per box, whilst part of that grease even comes 
floating on the top of the water at the orifice of the water-cup during the 
first three or four journeys, and is then skimmed off, leaving only a very 
thin film of grease on the metals, where it will remain permanently so 
long as the boxes remain on the axles, Nor have the boxes ever become 
even luke warm during the whole of the experiments made up to date, 
but have always remained as cold as could be desired. 

This is what has been done and is doing in England, with the assist- 
ance, not of Belgian bat of English practical engineers, and under the 
superintendence of Mr. Edward Fletcher. With that gentleman’s autho- 
rity, I here simply contradict the assertion that “the engineers of the 
North-Eastern Railway have no confidence in the system,” which state- 
ment, therefore, to say the least of it, is as inconsiderate as premature. 
Your correspondent further tries to depreciate the system by the follow- 
ing remarks:— 

1. When the rotation of the wheel ceases the water falls to the bottom 
of the box, and does not remain round the axle. 

2. Scorns my assumption that the grease remains on the metals, and 
that the water so completely lubricates the metals that the two coatings 
of grease are prevented from mixing. 

8. That clogged oil is a better lubricant than dusty water, which he is 
pleased to call mud. 

4, That oil will hang on the axle, and that water will not. 

5. That I have acknowledged the water-box to be a very complicated 
one, and from this concludes that it is costly, and subject to get out of 
order, expensive to clean, &c. 

The remarks in Nos, 1 and 3 would not have been made if your cor- 
respondent had read and understood the working of the box. In reply to 
No, 2, I refer him to the workmen, foremen, and engineers of the North- 
Eastern and North British Railways, who have seen the boxes opened 
after they had run a length of time. I must, therefore, decline discussing 
those points, as well as the sophistry of Nos, 3 and 4, with one who sim- 
ply endeavours by them to ignore completely the matter he thinks himself

* justified to allude to on its own merits only;” and one is tempted to be- 


lieve such arguments emanate rather from a grease or oil merchant than 
from a railway engineer. As to the candle trick, that is best left toa 
wizard’s apprentice to deal with. 

In reply to the 5th point, I deny having said that the box is a “‘ very 
complicated” one, &c. I have said, and say sostill, that the box is more 
complicated than an ordinary oil or grease box; and the little our box may 
cost more at the outset is more than compensated in a few weeks running 
by the very great saving of oil or grease, and the enormous less wear and 
tegr of bearings and brasses, no small items in railway economy. These 
points are passed over in silence by your correspondent, but for so doing 
he has probably reasons of his own. 

How far Aerts’ box is apt to get out of order is best shown by simply 
referring to the two boxes running since Sept. 4 between Newcastle and 
Normanton. By simply taking off the front plate of our box it can be 
cleaned without expense, since it is only water that runs out, whilst to 
clean an oil or grease box the carriage must be lifted, and the box taken 
| off, when the oil or grease it contains is wasted. The economy of the for- 
mer over the latter mode is apparent enough to require no comment.

GUN-COTTON FOR MINING PURPOSES. 


S1r,—In last week’s Journal I noticed a paragraph headed “ Nothing 
like Gunpowder,” in which it is stated that ‘‘Gun-cotton has frequently 
| been objected to by practical men upon the ground that very little friction 
| causes it to explode, and that in this respect at least nitro-glycerine is even 
| more dangerous.” Of the latter compound I cannot speak, but of gun- 
| cotton, as now prepared for mining and other purposes, under Baron 
| Lenk’s process, I can affirm from experience that it does not ignite with 

so small an amount of friction as to render its use more dangerous than 
|powder. Prof. Abel gives the heat which must be ewcited before com- 
bustion can take place at about 320°, or considerably higher than that of 
bdiling water. When explosive compounds are treated with the ignorance 
and stupidity displayed by the overseer, referred to by the writer as hav- 
ing been killed by an explosion caused by breaking frozen nitro-glycerine 
into pieces with an iron pick, it is as unfair to taboo them for the result as 
it would be to blame powder for exploding if some foolish person who 
might choose an open barrel to sit upon should drop a candle or the ashes 
of his pipe into it.— Fed. 13. B

* Austin, Nevada, Nov, 28.—We are on the eve of dull times in this Reese River 
couniry, simply because rascality and bad manaagement have been doing thetr evil work, 
Last year owners of ‘ wild cat’ sold claims In New York at high prices, and speculators 
having bought without inspection are now reaping the bitter fraita of their bad invest- 
ments. Good mines were also sold in the East and here, but somehow or other the pur- 
chasers thought that all they required to make them paying Institations was 20 and 30 
stamp quartz mills. The result is that we have milis which have cost from $80,000 to 
$150,000 tn gold, jast about completed, and scarcely any of them have got a ton of ore 
to start work on. One good mill could crush ali the ore which fs being taken out of 
our mines, and hundreds of stamps will stand idle for months tocome. If purchasers cf 
mines had pat half the money they have expended on milis into their mines, and waited 
till they found out whether they had pay ore or not to work on, Eastern Investors wouid 
have had less reason to feel sick than they now have, and prosperous times would have 
lasted with us. As it is, the mines are not being opened, and milimen are looking 
for something to turn up to satisfy the holders of the purse-strings in New York and 
elsewhere.” 

The above also answers for the price of milis. The statement that a mill should cost 
there only 500/. ts too preposterous to require any further notice. 

It seems impossible to make anyone at a distance understand that the mines on the 
Comstock vein are not identical almost with those in all other parts of this vast country, 
Here, in Virginia City and Gold Hill, we have probably the richest silver vein in the 
world—the Comstock —worked for a length of about two miles. That is all. There 
has been nothing ‘ound worthy of being worked within miles and miles of it. It stands 
by itself. There are mines, and good ones, in outlying districts, far away ; but, as far 
as any parallel to be drawn between the mines of this piace and those of Reese River is 
concerned, It would be just as reasonable to argue that because Devon Great Consols is 
rich, therefore, Wheai Timothy, or any other little mine 180 miles off, in some remote 
district of Cornwall, and in a totally different formation, must be equally so. 

It is not worth while to write further on the subject at present. The arrival of the 
Reese Kiver Company’s agents in London has, doubtiess, ere this convinced Mr, Courte 
of the fallacy of the statements in his prospectus, and I am content to leave the correct- 
ness of mine to be verified by those of his own agents. J.T. P, Pecusy.

FINANCIAL COMPANIES v. MINING. 


Srr,—Few will, I think, deny the probability of the prediction of your 
correspondent, ‘‘ Futuroscope,” being realised—that ‘‘ perhaps sooner 
than most of us are willing to admit a London fiaancial company will 
be as much a thing of the past as an Anglo-California gold company is 
at present;” whilst many would be even inclined to go much further, and 


argue that the present depressed state of mining enterprise is in a great 
measure traceable to the existence of financial companies and the nature of their busi- 
ness operations, ‘“ Futuroscope” has referred to the sunny side only of a financial com- 
pany’s operations, and has taken no trouble whatever to show that the very operations 
referred to prevent the subscription of capital for legitimate enterprise, and enable worth- 
less properties to se disposed of to the public at an exorbitant price. I would, there- 
fore, ask whether a single instance can be mentioned of a company promoted by a finan- 
cial company retarning profits? I almost fear the reply will be a negative, and the 
reason for this can be very easily explained. 

It is of no advantage whatever to a financial company to consider the intrinsic value 
of a property or business to develope which they undertake to form acompany. All 
that the financial company has tothink of is the margin that can be made between the 
seller’s price and the price that can be charged to the public. The result of this is 
obvious. An enormous range of works, with an antiquated plant, altogether useless at 
the present day, or a mine which has been so extensively worked that bot little mine- 
ral remains to be raised, is precisely the kind of speculation which the financial com- 
pany would choose, and for this reason—The works could be described as having, per- 
haps, “ 50 engines, with boliers to correspond, of the aggregate power of 15,000 horses - 
and in referring to the mine, it might be stated that “the company will have all the 
advantage of the mine being thoroughly opened by the former workers, who were un- 
able, with the machinery then In ase, to sink togreater depths. Six large shafts are 
sunk to the depth of 200 fms., and levels and cross-cuts have been put out to the aggre- 
gate length of 25,000 fms., the whole of which will be available to the present company.” 
Now, surely, it will not be unreasonable to reckon 30,0001, for the works (it is only 
21. per horse-power for the engines), since works having motive-power equal to 15,000 
horses should certainly be equal to an enormous business; and no one would object to 
25,0002. forthe mine. Look at the enormous amount of work done! 

But what are the real facts of the cases? The steam-engines are constructed but little 
in advance of Savery’s earliest efforts, and are only worth the price of old fron, while 
the facts of the bollers being adapted to them proves that they are eqaally worthless. 
The entire stock would, perhaps, be dear at 5000/,, which is the price the financial com- 
pany pays for it, although the sald financial company sells {t to a company of thelrown 
creation for the 30,0007. By the operation of the circulation prineiple which “ Faturo- 
scope” refers to, this 30,0007. is obtained from the financial company’s own share- 
holders, and to these same shareholders 20,000/. is retarned as dividend on the financial 
shares, 50001. is paid to the vendor of the worthless plant, and 5000/. is distributed to 
the executive of the fi fal pany for ag nt. The fi ial shareholders 








receive 20,0007. as dividend; but, as they have paid 30,0002, for it, there can be little 


doubt that they lose 332. 6s. 8d. percent, by thetransaction, The loss by the mine would 
be probably quite as great, because, the mineral being exhausted, it is absolately worth- 
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less, and but for the financiering of the financial company, would be indefinitely aban- 
a 4 aan waned upon regardless of the probabilities of success it can- 
not fail to prove disastrous to all concerned, and as every mining company promoted by 
a financial company has turned out a failure, owing to the course of proceeding I have 
alluded to, I think I am justified in saying that financial companies have been, and 
mast continue to be, most injurious to mining. They have caused the public t6 neglect 
valuable properties, well worth development, and caused properties to be worked which 
could only bring discredit upon mining. And this has been done by paying large divi- 
dends, in a manner which if adopted by mining companies would enable almost every 
mining company in existence to pay cent. per eent. annually. The corresponding course 
in a mining company would be to make calls for paying all the mine costs, and to dis- 
tribute all the ore money as diyidends. If only fifty mining companies would adopt 
this course, and veil it as neatly as it is velled by the great financial companies, we 
should have a regular mining mania, and the general business of the country would be 
greatly increased in activity.—/eb. 12, —-— CoRNUBIENSIS, 


CONTRACTS WITH PUBLIC COMPANIES, 


S1r,—I read with great attention your report of the case referring to 
the dispute between the Crenver and Wheal Abraham Mining Company 
and their bankers, and, although a shareholder in the company, and en- 
tirely unconnected with Messrs. Willyams and Co., I could not help being 
struck with the justice of the decision; I, therefore, much regretted to 
learn that it is intended to waste more money in litigation, instead of em- 
ploying it in the development of the mines. If the abstract of the mortgage is correctly 
given by your reporter, and I have no reason to doubt its accuracy, it certainly appears 
to me that the company is in every sense liable. Mr. Griffin was always regarded both 
by the directors and by the shareholders as a servant of the company, and I am confident 
that at the time the contract was entered into with Messrs. Willyams it was generally 
believed that the directors had the power to bind the company to the extent they have 
done, That the company should now turn round and repudiate appears to be not only 
unjustifiable, but calculated to do much injury to mining, by preventing companies 
from obtaining in future that accommodation which is so necessary to their prosperity. 
The incomprehensible part of the affair ig that it does not appear that the company deny 
that the money received from the bankers was applied to the payment of debts of the 
company, but they raise the question whether the company should have contracted the 
debts to pay which the money was borrowed. Surely, it cannot be argued that if a 
man borrow 100/. he cannot be required to return it, provided he can prove that he paid 
it to his wine-merchant for wine supplied, but that the wine wes bad. Yet the com- 
pany are adopting precisely a parallel course, except that the want of quality in the 
mines bas not been proved, Indeed, [ think it is admitted that the mines are quite as 
good as stated, and that a little additional capital and perseverance is all that is re- 
quired to make them highly remunerative to the shareholders. Why, then, can we 
not make some arrangement for accepting the bankers’ claim as valid—(I believe that 
if the company gain the suit the claim will only be reduced by about 2000/.)—and pay- 
ing interest thereon until the principal can pe paid off? The mine might then be 
vigourously worked, and the profits be distributed among the shareholders, instead of 
among the lawyers. 

But, looking at the company’s own Articles of Association, I cannot see what could 
have been the intention of the clauses quoted by the Master of the Rolls, unless it was 
to enable the directors to act in the manner they did. It has frequently been urged 
that the cause of the fallure of many of the joint-stock companies which have from 
time to time come to grief has arisen from the necessity of constant reference to the 
shareholders in general meeting assembled, in order to carry out any ordinary arrange- 
ment, which a private trader would do as a matter of ordinary business, and I have no 
doubt that the clauses were introduced to remove the evil. I would ask any reasonable 
individual what power the directors would have if those three clauses were expunged, 
and of what utility they would be to secure the satisfactory working of the company, 
provided they were read in the very limited sense which the advisers of the company 
now propose {to put upon them ? JUSTITIA, 


A GEOLOGICAL SOCIETY FOR WALES. 


Srr.—Your correspondent, Mr. Samuel Jenkins, having pointedly re- 
ferred to me, you will, I am sure, permit me to explain the course I have 
taken in promoting a Geological Society for Wales. I was so pleased 
with the proposal that I determined to attend the Eisteddfod, at Aberyst- 
with, expressly for the purpose of taking part in discussing it, but at the 
last moment I was detained at home by urgent business, which could not 
be put off. I immediately communicated my views to some personal 
friends, who would have represented me there if an opportunity had oc- 
curred; but the subject was only once referred to, and that casually, by 
the President, at one of the morning sittings, and politely acknowledged 
by Mr. Jenkins, who rose and silently bowed to the President (as the newspaper reports 
have it), without attempting to make a speech, or to turn the occasion to advantage. 
I have sinco endeavoured to discover what the promoters of the society have done, and 
could not learn. Mr. Jenkins now tells us “there has been a@ relapse rather apparent 
than real.” What that means I do not profess to understand. However, taking the 
whole of his somewhat remarkable letter into account, I think I may safely conclude 
that nothing whatever has been done towards the formation of the society. It is true 
he speaks of classes being «pened at Liverpool and at Caenmae, where the simple ele- 
ments of geology are taught; but that is hardly the way to set about getting up a Geo- 
logical Society for Wales. Such classes have existed for many years in various parts 
of the Principality. Museums have, too, been opened, some of them containing a very 
large collection of fossils and minerals. Indeed, a mechanics’ institution is not consi- 
dered complete without a and geological classes. Ail this has no bearing 
whatever on Mr. Jenkins’s project. Under these circumstances, I was not prepared to 
take a leading part in the formation of the society. I was ready to co-operate, but 
not to go to the front; and I am atill willing to take a fair share in the work. I have, 
farther, never lost an opportunity of promoting the study of geology in Wales; and if 
Mr. Jenkins knew all he would, perhaps, be satisfied that I do as much as most men in 
disseminating a knowledge of the Geology of Wales, particularly in showing the mar- 
vellous mineral resources of the country. 

It would have been a great satisfaction to me, in common with all your readers, if 
Mr. Jenkins had written in a plain business hand, which we could all comprehend 
without any misgiving. Icould then have had some faith in him as the main promoter 
of a new Geological Society. But it is most appalling to feel that the whole affair is 
rocked to and fro on fluffy sentiment, which excites the gravest fears for the future of 
the undertaking, “‘ The Welsh lingo,” he says, “is @ poetical language—the Welsh 
people are a nation of poets; alrnost every beardless youth fancies himself to haveecaled 
the apex of Parnassas, and to be inspired with the blessed inspiration of the Muses.” 
What does he think of Prof. Masson’s assertion, that there are at this moment in Eng- 
land, not Wales, no less than 200,000 people engaged in the manufacture of verse— 
poetry, as itis termed? Again, “ We hope the formation of the Geological Society for 
Wales will be not for the gratification of any particular self, which, like the sea and the 
grave, although they have swallowed up the spoils of ages, crowned heads, and the 
greatest treasures of the time, yet cry ‘more;’ but that it will be the means of 
bringing thousands to cultivate a science that is calculated to prodace much pleasure 
and enjoyment.” And “it must be admitted that the ‘sermons in stones’ have been 
too little sought for in Wales, and we have been constrained to ‘ weep tears that angels 
weep’ to think that it should be so.” Bah! Fancy, Sir, Mr. Samual Jenkins getting 
off his stilts to “ weep such tears as angels weep” because Taffy won’t learn geology! 
Why, Sir, all this {s disgusting, nauseating bosh! Let us put aside such nonsense, and 
discuss the subject calmly, and in all simplicity and manliness, 

First and foremost, then, is the society desirable? No part of the British Isies is more 
interesting or more instructive to the geologist than Wales, where ali the older forma- 
tions are found under conditions exceeding!y favourable for investigation. The paison- 
tologist has a wide field before him, and his patient efforts to find the earliest forms of 
life, and the missing links in the succession of being, are almost sure of ample reward 
in fresh discoveries; whilst the chemical geologist possesses material for tracing the 
changes which have been produced in rocks by the action of forces whose hidden laws 
he seeks tounfold, But,above all, the practical geologist has the widest scope in Wales, 
where the old Silurian rocks are seamed with metailic lodes of immense richness—where 
the hardest and finest roofing slates are worked—where huge siabs of black marble, 
beautifully traced, are obtained—where there are valuable clays and sands for manu- 
facturing purposes—where almost every variety of coal and of ironstone exist, in quan- 
tities unequatied in Her Majesty’s dominions. Surely, then, Wales, above all other 
places, should have a Geological Society of itsown. Besides, these resources are being 
developed with such steady and profitable enterprise as will, by and bye, lift Wales 
from comparative obscurity into wealth and importance. But how is the Society to be 
formed? I have no hesitation in replying that the only way in which it can be ac- 
complished is by individual effort,and not ander the shadow of the National Eisteddfod, 
which Mr. Jenkins describes in his own grand and stately way, as “‘ the greatest lite- 
rary gathering—the very centre point of moral attraction in Wales.” The Eisteddiod, 
Sir, has no sympathy with geology, nor with any other science, being dependent upon 
the masses of the people, who are readily heated into a kind of fanaticism (I know of no 
other word so appropriate) under the orations, and poetry, and masic of bards and /ite- 
rati, They would not listen for a moment to a memoir on some scientific question— 
not even to a memoir by Mr. Samuel Jenkins on the Cambrian slate rocks of North 
Wales. This condition of things is not peculiar to Wales. Nowhere are the people the 
friends and promoters of science. In England, in France, in Germany, and a)so in de- 
mocratic America, science is not of the people, And our National Eisteddfod can only 
pat the movement on the back, and wish it God speed. Besides, the noise and excite- 
ment of an Eisteddfod are by no means congenial to the pursuit of geology; it unfits 
the mind for discussing abstruse and dificult points, which require calm and continuous 
thought, and close reasoning, with strict attention to complicated detalis. The Geolo- 
gical Society mast stand by itself, like the Cambrian Archailogical Society, and the 
South Wales Society of Engineers. A few of us must begin in a humble way, by 
forming a committee, and appointing as secretary an active and energetic geologist, who 
can afford to give his time freely at first, and without pay. When this is is done the 
committee could meet and further organise, ling to ci I have no 
doubt that in a short time we should have success, and our Society would be patronised, 
perhaps, by the Prince of Wales, and that its presid and vice-presidents would come 
from the ranks of thenobility. Wecould then have annual meetings for excursions, and 
a journal to record our doings. All this, and more, is quite within our reach. As [ 
have already sald, I am prepared to co-operate in the work at once,and to take my place 
among the foremost of its promoters; but until the movement has actually commenced 
I -_ —_ under the disguise of the assumed initials, N. B.

As I have frequently spoken of this as 
a remedy for the Share Plague, I was in hopes someone would have noticed it; but, 
failing this, I have ventured to suggest it, not from a cacothes scribendi, but hoping 
that there may be found a partial remedy.

Meetings of Mining Companies. 


CHONTALES GOLD AND SILVER MINING COMPANY. 


An extraordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at the offices 
of the company, Gresham House, on Thursday, for the purpose of con- 
firming the following special resolution passed at the general meeting of 
the company, held on Friday, Jan. 26:—'* That the agreement dated the 
fourth day of January, 1866, between this company of the one part, and 
the Foreign Lands and Mineral Rights Purchase Company (Limited), of 
the other part, be confirmed.” 
Mr. Georce Noakes, F.G.S, (managing director), in the chair. 

Mr. Truran (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting. 

The Cuarrman, in opening the proceedings, stated that he was very 
sorry they were deprived of the presidency of their noble Chairman, who so lucidly ex- 
piained at the last meeting the nature of the agreement for the confirmation of which 
the present meeting was convened. . 

Capt. Leckie wished to draw attention, before the question for the confirmation of the 
agreement was put to the meeting, to clause 123, which ran as follows: —“‘ That the 
royalty shares shall confer on the holders thereof the right of voting as follows: —One 
vote for every three royaity shares held, and all such other rights and privileges as the 
said original shares confer on the holders thereof, except the qualification for becoming a 
director.” He wished to know if, by the terms of that clause, the holders of the royalty 
sbares would not feel themselves entitled to participate in any advantage that might 
arise by the issue of new shares, if at any time such a course were declared advisabie ? 

The CuarRMAN reminded the hon. proprietor that there was a great safeguard to the 
Chontales Company in that respect, as was fully explained at the last meeting, and that 
the term “ privileges” had special reference to the division of assets—in fact, he did 
not know what other “ privileges ” could possibly arise. 

Capt. Leckie believed that if new capita! should be required the holders of the royalty 
shares would feel that they had a certain right to their pro rata interest. 

Ths CaarrnMan said that the Articles of Association would determine that point, and 
cited clauses 37 and 38, as follows:—The directors may, with the sanction of a resolu- 
tion of the company previously given in general meeting, increase the capital by the 
issue of new shares; such aggregate increase to be of such amount, and to be divided 
into shares of such respective amounts, either with or without preference or priority as 
regards dividend or otherwise over the then existing capital, as the company in general 
meeting directs, or if no direction is given, as the directors think expedient. Subject to 
any direction to the contrary that may be given by the meeting that sanctions the in- 
crease of capitai, and to the provisions of Article 15, all new shares shall be offered to 
the members in proportion to the existing shares or amount of stock held by them; and 
such offer shall be made by notice specifying the number of shares to which the mem- 
ber is entitled, and limiting atime within which the offer, if not accepted, will be deemed 
to be declined ; and after the expiration of such time, or on the receipt of an intimation 
from the member to whom such notice is given that he declines to accept the shares 
offered, the directors may dispose of the same in such manner as they think most bene- 
ficial to the company.” 

Mr. Coxe (the solicitor) explained that from those clauses it would be seen that it 
was left to a general meeting to deiermine the question. 

Mr. Bunyon (a director) said that if the clause could be thus interpreted it could not 
be regarded as at all inconsistent with the justice of the case, when the position of the 
royalty shares was duly considered. Those shares were to receive one-third of the 
profits, provided 15 per cent. per annum was paid upon the amount of capital paid up 
on the ordinary shares. Therefore, if the capital were increased, and the holders of the 
royaity shares did not receive a proportionate interest, it would manifestly operate 
against those shares. He did not, however, think it at all probable that apy further 
capital would be required. A satisfactory remittance had already been received, and 
they expected continual aids month by month. 

The CuatrMAN thought that the royalty shares should not be put to a disadvantage if 
the Chontales Company were compelled to increase its capital. 

The motion for the confirmation of the agreement was then put and carried unanimously. 

The CHAIRMAN sald he could not allow the opportunity to pass without congratulat- 
ing the sharehoiders upon the settlement of that agreement, which, he thought, would 
be advantageous ~~ *oth companies. It could not fail to be most satisfactory to them 
all to know that, as tar as could be at present seen, they had before them a bright pro- 
spect. He need hardly say that during the brightest days there was mostly a small 
cloud somewhere in the horizon; but as far as the st holders of this pany were 
concerned, they possessed that which was much more assuring than undertakings of such 
a character possessed at such an early stage in theircareer. The advices brought by the 
mail before last were of a most satisfactory character, apart from the assurance that the 
succeeding mail would bring 1000 ozs. of gold. That assurance had been realised ; 
beyond that, they had reliable testimony from the mouth of one who had unfortu- 
nately been compelled to return to this country, on account of an affection of the eyes, 
but who assisted in breaking the quartz from which the gold was extracted; and 
Captain Williams had affirmed, in the most positive manner, that all the statements 
made by Capt. Paul and Capt, Francis were perfectly correct—indeed, Capt. Williams’s 
own words were, “ You would be perfectly astonished, sir, if you saw the smail quan- 
tity of ground broken from which the present remittance of gold was taken.” The 
quartz, it appeared, was broken from the upper part of the excavation, while the lower 
part was even richer. He would not, however, like the shareholders to run away with 
the idea that the whole of the quartz was going to yield 100 ozs. of gold per ton, be- 
cause if they did so they wouid be deceiving themselves. If their anticipations were 
unduiy raised the effect would be that the greatest prosperity, be what it might, would 
be regarded as unsatisfactory. At the same time, the shareholders might feel as- 
sured that they possessed a great property, and one which, by vigorous development, 
would, in a much shorter time than was usual in such cases, produce jarge returns. If 
the whole of the mines gave ore of an average yield of 2 0zs. of gold per ton, there 
would be no cause of complaint, seeing that St. John del Rey ore averaged only 5% oz. 
per ton. The directors were making every possibie exertion to meet Capt. Paull’s 
energy—and he had a great deal—by sending out the staff he required, which had been 
selected with the greatest possible care. When he looked at the extraordinary pro- 
spects of these mines, he could not dut think that they were at the commencement ofa 

movement which would eventually prove an enormous enterprise. He felt that this 
company might prove the means, by its success, of initiating that which, under Provi- 
dence, might spread till it became of national importance to that part of the world. 
(Hear, hear.) He might not live to see it, but his gallant colleague upon the board, 
Capt. Bedford Pim, R.N., who might be regarded as the founder of the enterprise, might 
witness that interesting epoch. (Hear, hear.) It was his firm conviction that the 
spread of this company’s industry in these mines, and their success, would be the be- 
ginning of that which would lead to national, if, indeed, not to world-wide advantages, 
(Hear, hear.) As the proprietors were fully aware, the first tasgibie earnest of the au- 
riferous value of their property had been received by the remittance of 1094 ozs. of gold, 
which was now in that office. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. SMEDLEY wished to know if the general tenor of the reports received by each 
mail wonid be made known to the shareholders?——-The CaarrMan said he had no 
doubt that he should receive instructions from the board to make such extracts from 
the advices as he might deem necessary. While upon that point, he might refer to 
t5e circumstance that the official letter from Capt. Paul to himself had miscarried, 
Although that, he understood, had caused severai erroneous rumours to be circulated, 
yet he could inform the shareholders that private letters had been received by Captain 
Pim and Mr. Murchison, in which Cart. Paul stated that he bad written most fully to 
him (Mr. Noakes),as the managing director,in which be had communicated every pos- 
sible statement with regard to the position and prospects of the company’s property; 
that letter, however, he regretted to say, had not yetarrived. He had received one letter 
from the cashier, in which was communicated the important fact—even much more im- 
portant than the arrival of go!'d—that the machinery sent out from this conntry had been 
t ipped from the st into the river boats, and was on its passage up the river, 

Mr. SMEDLEY suggested that Capt Paul should be requested to send all official com- 
muovications in duplicate. 

The CHarrRMAN, thanking the hon. proprietor for his admirable suggestion, stated that 
it had been aiready adopted. 

Capt. Beprorp Pim, R.N., who on rising was received with cheers, stated that, with 
the permission of the Chairman, he would gladly avail himself of the present opporta- 
nity to make a few observations with regard to Nicaraguan enterprise. (Hear.) As the 
chief originator not only of the Chontales Company, but also of the Foreign Landsand 
Mineral Rights Purchase Company, he feit the responsibility he had incurred, although 
he did not induce any of his friends to join him in either enterprise until after a due 
consideration and a mature knowledge of every circumstance, acquired by personal ob- 
servation during a residence at the scene of operations. There could not exist the shadow 
of a doubt that the illimitable wealth of Nicaragua—nay, he might say of the whole of 
Central America—required only a vigorous and effective devel t to prod resulta 
that could not fail to be most highly and permanently remunerative to all who might 
engage in the work. (Hear,hear.) As an evidence of the soundness of that opinion, he 
pointed with feelings of satisfaction and pride to the fact that the proprietors in the 
Foreign Lands and Minerai Rights ?urchase Company found a ready market for their 
shares at something like 7507. per share, with only 145/. per share paid, whilst 
those of the Chontales Gold Mining Company, although before the public scarcely more 
than four months, are readily neg le at a hand p lum, being, with 30s. per 
share paid, saleable at prices between 4/.and 5/.each. As the shareholders were already 
aware, the Chontales Company bad already received upwards of 1000 ozs. of gold—this 
substantial guarantee of the auriferous productiveness of their properties, it must be re- 

membered, was obtained by the rudest and most imperfect p : bat, ding to 
the last advices, the greater part of the efficient machinery sent out from this country 
had not only safely arrives at Nicaragua, but was well advanced in the interlor—that, 
as the Chairman had appropriately remarked, was a fact of incomparably greater im- 
portance than any remittance of gold, however large, the company could have received.

Mr. GeorGe BaTTers said ihat, although persons inimical to the company were in- 
dustrious enough in promulgating unfounded statements with regard to the non-arrival 
of the official reports, shareholders had before them this important fact that, in addition 
to the satisfactory character of the private letters, the directors had had the verbal and 
more than corroborative testimony of Captain Williams, who, for the reasons already 
stated, returned to this country by the last mail, A rumour had also been circulated, 
to the effect that nofurther remittances of gold would be received for a very long period. 

The CHAIRMAN said Captain Francis had certainly stated that, looking to the run of 
mines, to put the whole of them into a complete working condition, and provide them 
with adequate machinery, would occupy about two years anda half, atan cutlay of 





has always been so highly prized. The obituary, which is unhappily very heavy, is 
arranged with care and judgment; and there are lists of the officersand members of the 
Institation of Civil Engineers, and of the Royal Institute of British Architects.

Addressing Capt. Pim, the manager (Capt. Paul) says : —“ Yourself and 
co-directors may rest satisfied that you have got hold of the best mining property which 
I am fully sure was ever brought before a London public, and it rests as much with you 
and them to supply me with everything necessary to carry out the work with vigour, 
as with me to conduct it here. All I can say ts, that I am doing my best by night and 
day, and will strive to do so to the best of my ability. I believe these mines will earn 
for me a good reputation at home, and I will endeavour to merit it. I am expecting 
about between 1100 and 1200 ozs., but the confounded mills have been so constantly 
breaking, or water-courses washing away, that I am nearly worried out of my life, not 
having a soul since I came from London able to render me any assistance.” In another 
part of the letter, Capt. Paul says :—‘“ I met Mr. Boyle and Mr. Jebb at Granada, but 
forgot to mention it in my last. Mr. Boyle remained there in search of Indian antiqui- 
ties, and Mr. Jebb came on with me to this place; here he was surprised to find so 
much of the precious metal. He wrote from Granada to buy 200 shares, but he is sorry 
he did not get a mach larger share. He is greatly taken with the mine, and from what 
I could learn would gladly join another company in the purchase and working of other 
mine:.” Capt. Pim stated be had read the last extract to show that there was notrath 
whatever in the statement that the country was unhealthy. He further stated thatthe 
company possessed a freehold estate comprising an area of seven square miles, and upon 
which there were 1000 head of cattle. 

The CaarrMan said that he would now introduce Capt. Williams to the meeting, for 
the purpose of affording shareholders an opportunity of obtaining any information they 
required with respect to their property. 

Capt. WiLLriams, in reply to questions, stated that he had never in his life enjoyed 
better health than he did while at the mines, and that he assisted in breaking the gold 
then upon the table. He thought he could safely state that he broke with his own hands 
at least two-thirds of it. The machinery at present in operation was most rude and in- 
efficient, and he had no doubt that a larger yield of gold would be obtained when the 
more improved machinery was erected. He further stated that the stuff from which 
the gold before them was broken was taken at a depth from the surface of only about 
13 feet, but the mine had been sunk to a depth of about 20 fms., and the bottom of the 
mine was said to be richer than the pillar from which this was broken. The ground 
was remarkably easy for driving, and would require some little careintimbering. The 
remarks he had made referred, of course, to the Consuelo Mine, and, with reference to 
the San Antonio Mine, all he could say was that it was a splendid property, and that it 
had produced 80 ozs. of the 1095 ozs. of gold they had received. 

The CHAIRMAN said that a staff of 48 picked men would proceed to the mine by the 
mall whick left England on Saturday, and that they would be followed the next month 
by a staff of 30 or 40 more. 

Mr. EpwarpD Cooke thought the shareholders were greatly indebted to the directors 
for the clear and satisfactory manner {n which they had placed before them all the in- 
formation they possessed. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. SMEDLEY enquired of Capt. Williams the quantity of quartz broken to produce the 
1095 ozs. of gold ?———Capt. Witiiams said that it was produced from about 5 fathoms of 
ground, which would probably be about 11 or 12 tons—that brought up the produce to 
about 100 ozs. of gold per ton. 

The CuarRMaN mentioned that some of the samples of San Antonio ore had been as- 
sayed—one produced 1 oz. 5 dwts. of gold and 10 ozs. of silver per ton of stuff; and 
another 3 ozs. of gold and 5 ozs. of silver. The sample which produced the largest yie'd 
of gold was taken from the bottom of the shaft. He also mentioned that there was an 
abundance of wood upon the company’s estates, which from its extreme hardness could 
be safely used instead of iron for many parts of the machinery, and there appeared to be 
an ample supply of water for all their requirements. 

A cordial vote of thanks was passed to the Chairman for the very lucid manner in 
which he had explained the position of the company, and also to the directors for the 
vigour and skill displayed in conducting the whole of the company’s affairs. 

The CHAIRMAN having appropriately acknowledged the vote, a similar compliment 
was paid to Capt. Pim, R.N., and to Capt. Paul, the manager.

A statement of accounts was submitted, which showed a balance of 1791. 
assets over liabilities. The report of the agent was read, as follows:— 


Feb. 13.—Herewith [ beg to present you with the following report for the general 
Meeting, to be held on the 15th inst., showing the amount of work that has been ac- 
complished dartng the past quarter, and the present prospects of the mine: —New en- 
gine-shaft is sank 10 fms. 1 ft. below the 43; the ground is at present a little stiffer. In 
order to get this shaft down speedier for another level we have placed three more men 
in it; sinking now by twelve men, at 20/. perfm. We intend sinking 9 ft. more, and 
then cut plat and other necewary work conrected therewith, preparatory to cross-cutting 
south again towards the lodes; also north, so as to effect a commanication to bring back 
the water from the old mine in the 50, under the engine, and have the large pitwork 
above the 50, in the old shaft, to go down in the new one. By so doing it will effect a 
great saving, and will ventilate this part of the mine. From present appearances we 
calculate to complete this work {n about three months, and drain the water out to the 
bottom of the old mine, which is 20 fms. deeoer. The cross-cut in this level (the 43) 
has been extended south 17 fms.; in this drivage, 3 fms. 4 ft. from shaft, we intersected 
a branch 4in. wide, containing silver-lead and blende; 7 fms. 1 ft. further we inter- 
sected a lode which we called the No.1; it is 14g ft. wide, underlying south about 
5 ft. in 6, composed of hard quartz, capel$, mundic, spots of blende, and copper; we opened 
a few feet on its course, and finding it did not improve we have suspended !t for the 
present. About 3 fms. 4 ft. south of this we have intersected the No. 2 lode, which ts 
4 ft. wide, in a good channe! of ground, underlying south about 3 ft. in 6; 2 feet of the 
south part of it were intersected, compo. ed of rich blende, quartz, spots of yellow cop- 
per, with lead ‘thickly disseminated through it, worth altogether 102. per fm.; after 
driving 4 ft. west on its course it became disordered by a slide for several feet. The 
lode in the end is now 3 ft. wide, composed of quartz, flookan, mandic, biende, and lead, 
and appears to be nearly out of the influence of the slide, with a large stream of water 
issuing from it, worth about 5/, per fm., and presenting such indications as promise an 
early improvement; driving by four men, at 35s. perfm. The eastern end ia driven 
6 ft.; the lode in the end Is 244 ft. wide, composed of much the same qualities as the 
before mentioned, but not erough to put much value on, though saving work, anda 
very promising lode—driving by two men, at 35s. perfm.

There are two stopes at work in the back of 
this level, one by four men, at 35s. per fm., prodacing 2 tons of biende per fathom and 
stones of lead.

Namber of hancs em- 
ployed in and throughout the mine, men, boys, and girls, 93. In conclasion, I am giad 
to inform you the prospects of the mine since the last meeting are of an improved cha- 
racter, as you will perceive by the foregoing report ; and by continuing the present mode 
of working I have no doubt we shall altimately lay open a good mine. —Ws, Hancock. 

The Cuatnuan sald that it would be remembered that at the last meeting reference 
‘was made to the heavy amount of arrears of call owing by two persons only. Every 
reasonable means to induce them to pay their calis had been exhausted, and he hoped 
the meeting would now come to @ resolution to deal with the defauiters in a practical 
manner, by selling their shares through the Stannartes Court. 1t was quite out of al! 
reason for those defaulters to expect that their co-adventurers should work the mine for 
them. He could not bat express in strong terms his feelings with regard to the con- 
duct of two of the parties ia arrears, owing together about 1050/., out of 12091. In ar- 
rears. These two persons were two of the promoters of the mine. If all the calls were 
paid there would be a credit balance of assets over liabilities, as the Jast parcel of biende, 
gold for 2191. is not credited in the accounts; besides which there are between 40 and 
50 tons of biende dressed ready for sale.

Capt. Hancock said that the mine had considerably improved, and there were very

CLOWANCE WOOD MINING COMPANY. 

The second ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at the 

offices of the company, New Broad-street, on Monday, 
Mr. Mires Caares Seton in the chair. 

Mr. Grorce H. Carpozo (the secretary) read the notice convening the 
meeting, and the minutes of the last were approved. 

The report of the directors stated that the mine had been developed upon 
the advice of the most trustworthy miners, and that there has been erected a first-class 
engine of 60-in. cylinder, engine-house, and the necessary outbuildings. The staft has 
been sunk 20 fms. below the adit level, and a cross-cut driven north to intersect one of 
the copper lodes, which, judging from all the rich mines in the immediae vicinity, ought 
to be remanerative. This lode was expected to be reached about 15 fms. from the shaft, 
and at 12 fms. therefrom a branch or soach part of the lode was met with. In driving 
further in search of the north part of the lode,a lead lode was cut, varying from 2 to 3 ft. 
wide, and prodecing good stones of lead ore: this lode has been driven on several fathoms 
to reach the north part of the copper lode, but which has not yet been met with. Mean- 
time the south part of the lode, which in tne cross-cut was only 2 in. wide, has been 
driven on east a few fathoms, and has increased to 20 in. in width, and produces very 
good stones of copper ore, and has every appearance of becoming vaiuable as extended ; 
this branch has also been driven on west a little way, and is there likewise found to be 
improving in size and productiveness. In this district the loées are known fo be very 
variable; and althoagh tais lode {s now small, it may be accocnted for from the /act of 
the lead !ode having disordered the copper lode, which it crosses. However, as the levels 
are being extended away from the influence of the lead lode important improvements are 
expected; and although the directors cannot congratulate the shareholders on any im- 
portant discovery since the last meeting, they, 0. the other hand, see no cause to with- 
draw the confidence in the undertaking which they originally had, and they have reason 
to expect that a little more time and outlay will realise tre expeciations held out inthe 
original prospectus. The engines and buildings are of the most subsiantia! kind, and 
quite sufficient to develope thoroughly the property ; therefore, the money would only 
be required gradually for the labour cost of sinking and driving. 

The CHarrMan said that upon the present occasion he met his fellow- 
proprietors with feelings of satisfaction, although not altogether unalloyed. 


He meant by this that as far as the property they possessed was concerned, 
it was not only in all respects everything that the most experienced of miners could 
possibly desire, as was abundantly testified by the reports of some of the most eminent 
practical authorities in Cornwali, but he was happy to say that so far as the directors 
had been able to progress with its development by the limited means at their command, 
sach results had been realised as certainly surpassed the anticipatioas of the most san- 
guine. That the Clowance Wood Mine was an unusually promising undeztaking was 
assured by its favourable position and prospects, no less than by the results it had pro- 
duced—indeed, it was not too much to say that In these respects for a progressive mine 
it would be difficult to Gnd its equal. As he had already said, the shareholders bad the 
most favourable testimony as to the intrinsic merits of the mine of the leading practical

The fifteenth annual report of the directors, to be submitted, states that 
the gross quantity of ore delivered to the works hy the South Australian Mining Asso- 
ciation from July 1, 1864, to June 30, 1865, has been 6824 tons, as against 8228 tons in 
the preceding 3 and the gross quantity received from other mines 2626 tons, as 
against 863 tons, and of regulus 3414 tons, as against 1535 tons. The quantity of ore 
smelted at the Barra Burra Smelting Works, from July 1, 1864, to Dec. 31, 1864, when 
the fires were let out for the summer season, was 3821 tons, as against 2887 tons. The 
quantity of ore and regulus smelted at the Port Adelaide Smelting Works from Jaly 1, 
1864, to June 30, 1865, was 6788 tons, as against 6509 tons. From July 1 to Dec. 31 
there were made at the Burra Burra Smelting Works 925 tons of rough copper, and 
81 tons of refined copper, as against 653 tons of refined copper. The quantity of copper 
made at the Adelaide Smelting Works, from July 1 to June 30, was 2277 tons, as against 
1578 tons, The total quantity of copper made at both works was 2359 tons, as against 
2231 tons. The quantity of copper shipped from South Australia during the year ending 
June 30 Jast has been 1326 tons, as against 1023 tons. The works have proceeded with 
regularity. During the season Jnly, 1864, to December, 1865, the average number of 
furnaces at work at the Burra was 4; and at the port (including. roasters), 334: in all, 
73%, exclusive of refineries. During the season December, 1864, to June, 1865, the fur- 
naces at the Burra were let out to accumulate a stock of coals for the winter months, 
when the roads are bad, and the cost of carriage much heavier. At the port, the whole 
of the seven smelting furnaces have been constantly at work, reducing and roasting, ex- 
cepting when either of them has been let out for necessary repairs. One, and occasion- 
ally both, of the refineries has also been in constant work. The ore raised for the half- 
year, to Sept. 30, from the Burra Burra Mine was only 2923 tons, estimated to yield an 
average of 21 per cent. of fine copper. It is, however, very satisfactory to find that the 
directors of this mine have come to the conclusion that the time has now arrived when 
a systematic and vigorous effort should be made to prosecute discoveries tn the deeper 
and yet untried parts of the mine, in which no extensive operations have yet been made 
below the 50 fm. level. Thecontemplated reorganisation of the South Australian Mining 
Association, with a view to the developnient of the Burra Burra Mine, has engaged the 
attention of the directors of this company, and they will be prepared, when the proper 
time shall arrive, to enter into such arrangements with the South Australian Mining 
Association as shall appear to be most for the interest of the shareholders.

The question of limited lia- 
bility has had the unremitting care and attention of the directors; and the whole ques- 
tion will be submitted to the proprietors at the special general meeting, which will be 
held for that purpose immediately after the ordinary general meeting. The accounts 
for the year ending June 30, 1865, show @ nett profit of 46641. 6s. 7d., to which has to 
be added balance of profit on June 30, 1864, 23/.15s.7d.: making a total of 4688/. 2s. 2d., 
applicable to dividend. Out of this amount the directors recommend a dividend at the 
rate of 1s. per share, which will absorb 3500/., leaving 1188/. 2s. 2d. to be carried for- 
ward. The directors called attention to the satisfactory feature which the accounts pre- 
sent in the largely increased item of ore and regulus received from other mines than the 
Burra, The time, too, seems approaching when this great mine will be developed be- 
yond its present depth of 50 fms.,and mining experience warrants the expectation of 
commensurage results.

BaYiey anp Fox, or Piymours, v. THE East GUNNISLAKE MINE 
Company.—In this case, a claim for timber, heard before the Vice-Warden of the Stan- 
naries Court, Truro, some months since, plaintiffs were non-suited, since which the case 
has been heard before Judge Fortescue, at the Tavistock County Court, when a verdict 
was entered for plaintiffs for the full amount claimed. 


Act oF Bankruptcy.—It has been decided by the Lord Chancellor, 
in re Colemere, that an assignment by a trader of all his property {is not necessarily 
an act of bankruptcy, unless it be for the purpose of favouring some particular creditor, 
or for the purpose of paying all the creditors otherwise than through the instrumentality 
of the Court of Bankraptey. The Lord Chancellor, referring to the Bankrupt Act of 
1849, said :—** The Act of Parliament says that ‘if any trader shall make, or cause to be 
made, any fraudulent grant or conveyance of his lands, tenements, goods, or chattels,’and 
a variety of other things, ‘ he shall be deemed to have thereby committed an act of bank- 
raptcy.’ This enactment is a substantial repetition of a very old enactment, for although 
this was passed in 1849, it was what had gone on for a century before. From the time 
of James I. it was held that any assignment made by a trader of all his goods was ne- 
cessarily a fraudulent assignment, because it prevented him from carrying on his trade. 
Therefore, whenevera trader had assigned all his goods, he had necessarily committed 
an act of bankruptey. Bat, in comparat'vely modern times, a very reasonable qualifi- 
cation has been introduced—that the assignment must be an assignment not for the 
purpose of raising money to enable him to go on with his trade, but for the purpose of 
paying some favoured creditor, or all his creditors, other than through the instrumen- 
tality of the Court of Bankruptcy. In either case, it was an act of bankruptcy. Butif 
it was for the purpose of enabling him to raise money to goon with his trade, that 
cannot be called a fraudulent act, as tend/ng to defeat and delay bis creditors. It pro- 
bably was, and might have been, the wisest step he could have taken to promote the in- 
terests of his creditors. That being so, many cases have arisen in modern times of the 
application of these principles to the enactment as contained in the bankruptcy statutes.” 
This case was heard on an appeal on the part of Ann Colemere, of Ellesmere, Shropshire, 
grocer, against an order of adjudication made by Mr. Commissioner Sanders, at Birming- 
ham, whose decision the Lord Chancellor has now reversed. 


Composition DrEeps.—The Lord Chancellor, in ve Stark, referring to 
the case of Whitacre v. Lowe, said that, although he considered the view taken by Lord 
Westbury to be the reasonable and correct one, he felt himself bound by the express de- 
cision of the Court of Exchequer Chamber, after the question had been carefully con- 
sidered by the judges; and he, therefore, held that in reckoning whether a “ majority 
in number representing three-fcarths in value of the ditors,” had d to a deed 
under section 192 of the Bankruptcy Act, 1861, the secured creditors were to be counted 
without deducting the value of their securities. 


Tue Costs or AcENnTs, AND WorkiNG oF Mines.—The difference 
in the amonnts paid for ageucies in the mines is so enormous, that I will mention afew, 
and compare them. Take Camborne Vean and Stray Park,adjoining mines, one as deep 
as the other, and equally as mach amount of labour in each for agents and pursers, yet 
Stray Park pays about 407. per month for agences, when Camborne Vean only pays about 
141., clerk included. Carn Camborne is a mine selling ores regularly and paying cost, 
and yet not paying for agencies more that half the amount paid at South Seton,a mire 
not selling any ore; aud at Crane, a mine continually making calis. South Crofty and 
West Damsel are two mines where the amount of labour cost is about equal; but West 
Dameel is returning nearly double the quantity of ores, yet this mine has but one agent 
to do the work, and in no mine in the county are the duties attended to better than here. 
The salaries paid for all the agencies is about 227. per month, while at South Crofty 
there are three underground agents, and what is very unusual, three account-house 
women, one to each agent. The salaries exceed 407. per month, including purser and 
clerk. Nangiles is another mine where the salaries are far above the amounts paid by 
many mines. The purser gets 9/7. 9s., and the manager 87. 8s.; the underground agents, 
61. 64. each (not too much); the clerk, 47. 4s.;—about 40/. per month for agencies, 
Many other mines could be mentioned, but sufficient has been stated to show that a say- 
ing can be effected in the cost of working the mines. Cannot a saving be also effected 
in the mines managed by the so-called committees of management ?

Tue Macyesicum Licht —The Magnesium Metal Company, whose 
works are in Springfield-!ane, Salford, have received from America a 
lamp, which is the best invention yet brought out for burning the magne- 
sium ribbon for purposes cf illumination. ‘This lamp, which has been used 
at a theatre in Boston, contains a simple apparatus of wheei work for un- 
folding the metallic riobon, two strips of which are forced downwards 
through a tube, at the mooch of which the combustion takes place. Over this tube,and 
jast below it, work two metallic tongues, which serve to clear away and to clip off tre 
oxide, which is 30 rapidly formed, and which bas hitherto been the chief obstacle to the 
use of the magnesium light for any continued period. This apparatus is not altogether 
perfect, as owing to the oscillation of the means of effecting a clearance of the oxide, the 
light emitted becomes somewhat variable, although the gradations are rapid; yet it pro- 
babiy contains the germ of what will ultimately prove to bea solation of an hitherto 
difficult problem. The idea of wheel work !s nota novelty, but the lamp contains other 
features which are worthy of notice. Beneath the burning wire there is a cup opening 
into a chamber into which the oxide (which consists of pare magnesia) falis, and above 
the body of the lamp is a small chimney, with a condenser formed like a series of 
sieves; the vapour, as it rises, setties upon the slips of perforated metal, and is found 
to result in @ deposit of magnesia in very minute particles, The apparatas for contain- 
ing the riboons of magnesiam is an ingenious adaptation of a well-known princ'ple in 
mechanics. It consists of a wooden siab,in which are cut perpendicalarly two com- 
partments just the width of the ribbon, coils of which are dropped in, and by the clock- 
work become onwonnd withoat that resistance which would occur If a revoiving ree! 
were employed. The cost of using this lamp is stated to be 7s. 6d. per hour.

Remarxs.—The Metal Market has not shown any material improve- 
ment during the past week, and, except in the case of one metal, has not 
manifested any degree of activity.

From India the advices regarding metals are much the same 
as before. The orders from the United States are still limited. 
Coprer.—The market for this metal has been rather quiet during the 
week, and transactions have not been very numerovs; nevertheless, prices 
continue firm, at official quotations. 

Iron.—In Staffordshire there are fully as many orders to hand this 
week for the Continent, and a fair amount for the United States. The 
price of pig-iron is still a matter of contract.

Tue Sopium Process in Catiroryia.—I am continually receiving 
letters from the interior, asking questions as to whether sodium is a bene- 
fit to amalgamation or not. My answers are always that it is. It is not 
in my habit to ridicule people for giving their experiments to the public 
through the press, no matter how insignificant they are; but I suppose 
everyone knows that in so important a question as the use of sodiam in 
amalgamating gold and silver we cannot take, as a conclusion, an experiment made 
with a porcelain dish and an iron nail. I leteveryone judge for himself, and only give 
you my experience, and that which has been direct!y communicated to me from others. | 
Mr. T. A. Readwin wrote to me, about eight months ago, that he was making experi- | 
ments in North Wales, with sodiam amalgam. He informs me that he uses sma‘! fron | 
pans and my amaigamators; an equal number of pans being worse! with and without | 
sodium. The result has been that at least 30 per cent. more goid was produced with | 
sodiam than without ita use. About five months ago, [ received several lots of ore to | 
work; and I determined to give sodium a fair test. I worked the same ore, side by | 
side, with the same machinery, and the results were as follows :— First lot of 509 ibs, | 
each pan, with sodiam, ylelded $5 percent. of the assay; without sodium the yleld was | 
only 55 percent. Second lot, different ore, with sodium,80 p rcent.; without sodiam | 
60 per cent. Third lot, different ore, with sodium, 78 per cent. ; without sotiam 65 per | 
cent. I made many more triais,and found that I got from 5 to 25 per cent. more by 
using sodium than I could obtain without tts aid. I notice! a very great difference, 
however, In the different kinds of ores which I worked. For certain ciasses of ores I | 
believe sodiam to be of great benefit; less for others. A fair trial,on a larger scale, 
would soon settle the qaestion; and I hope that some of your correspondents will give 
he*sodiam a fair test.--J. Mosnetmer, in San Francisco Mining and Scientific Press.

The wrought-iron 
produced is very strong and pliable, and little liable to be corroded by acids.

TREATING Merats AND Meratuic OrEs.—Mr. R. M. Roberts, of Dol- 
gelly, has patented some improvements which relate to the washing and 
separating of metals and metallic ores from the extraneous matters and 
substances with which they are ordinarily combined, and consists in an 
arrangement of sieves or perforated compartments on the periphery of one or more con- 
centric wheels or rims, revolving vertically on a horizontal axis, ina reservoir of water ; 
the several wheels or rims, when more than one are used, successively discharging their 
contents into those which are outside them, until the whole of the combined mass of 
materials, whether alluvial deposits or ore, previously crushed, has been separated and 
cleansed from the extraneous matters and substances with which the metallic portion is 
intermixed. In the case of crushed ores, the coarser and imperfectly crushed portions, 
which are too large to pass through the sieves or perforations in the compartments, are 
delivered by the rims into a receptacle, from which they are conveyed to the crushers 
by travelling bands, and other mechanical means, to be further crushed snd pulverised, 
and again passed through the separators. The subsident matter which is depusited in 
the bottom of the reservoir is discharged therefrom by scoops attached to the periphery 
of the revolving rims, or wheels, or otherwise, and is transferred to sloping tables, on 
which the metallic portions are sep d and d while the extraneous matters 
are allowed to pass off to the reservoirs, in which any stray portions of metal may sub- 
side, the useless matters running to waste with the current of water which accom- 
panies them. By these means he proposes to perform the operations of washing and 
separating metals and metallic ores more perfectly, by recovering a greater portion of 
the metals, as well as more economically by the diminution of manual labour in the 
processes described.

SzrenaTHeNtnG Inon,—Of all the metals employed in the arts and 
manufactures perhaps none have been more variously treated than iron. 
Amongst the most recent improvements in its methods of manufacture may 
be mentioned that of Mr. E. H. Newby, of Cheapside, who adds to pig or 
cast-iron an alloy and a flax for the purpose of increasing {ts strength, and rendering it 
less liable to corrosion, The alloy is composed of copper, tin, zinc, and aluminium. | 
The flux is composed of carbonate of baryta and fluor-spar or cryolite. The following 
is the manner in which the process is carried out: —The melted iron is tapped from the 
biast or other furnace into a ladle, into waich has frst been put the flux—for 1000 Ibs. 
of cast-iron 5 Ibs. of carbonate of baryta and 5 lbs. of fluor-spar or cryolite. This flux 
tends to remove from the iron sulphur emd silicou, both of which are injurious to its 
quality. The {ron having been tapped into the ladle on to the flux, the ladle is covered 
closely with a hood of sheet-iron, from which a pipe or due leads off any zinc ‘umes 
which may be generated, and these may be collected if desired. There also passes through 
this hood an earthenware pipe, and its end dips jast below the surface of the melted 
iron in the ladle, The alloy is then poured down the clay pipe into the ladle, and the 
pipe is then immediately closed by a valve or stopper at the top. At the timeof pour- 
ing in the alloy the iron should not be too hot, but at about the heat suitable for casting 
into sand moulds. After thealloy has been added,and when any boiling or action which 
results has subsided, the iron is cast into pigs, and these are re-melted for use in a cupola 
furnace, and castings are made from it as from ordinary foundry iron. 

The alloy is prepared in the following manner :—If the quality of the fron be that 
known as ‘** white iron,” for each 1000 ibs. of tron there is melted in a closely covered 
crucible 26 Ibs, of zinc, 244 Ibs, of tin, 5 lbs. of copper, and 1-5th of a Ib. of aluminium, 

2 Ibs. of borax, and 1 1b. of permanganate of potash being added as. flux. When the 
whole is fused, melted cast-iron is poured in, until (say) four or five times the weigat of 
the charge in the crucible has been added, and the whole is then together poured into 
the cast-iron in the ladle, in the manner already described, If the iron to be treated be

Tue DRAINAGE OF THE VALLEY OF MeExico.—According to Hum- 
bolit, the valley of Mexico is 244 square leagues in extent, 22 of which 
ave taken up with lakes, the four principal being Texcoco, Chalco, San 
Cristobal, and Zampanzo. The water of these lakes is derived from rain, 
*prinzs, and torrents frora the high mountains which surround the valley. 
The lake of Texcoco is salt, containing a large quantity of carbonate nnd 
hydrochlorate of soda; those of San Cristobal and Zampango are brackish, 









while the Chaleo Lake, especially near Xochimileo, is quite fresh. Of all 
the lake hat of Texcoco is the only one lower in level than Mexico, which stands upon 
& portion of this lake, and is 7750ft. above sea level. The difference between the levels 


of the city and lake is a !ittle more than 3°25 ft. Chaleo Lake is about 8°20 fr. more 
elevated than Mexico, according to Castara, and about 3\« ft. accordingt» Humboldt; that 
of Zampango 16°40 ft. above that of San Cristobal, which is 13°12 (t. higher than Texeuco. 
The result of this situation is, that all the waters of the valiey €owing into the Tex- 
coco Lake cause it frequentiy to attain a higher level than Mexico, and to inundate the 
city in rainy seasons. It is easy to comprehend, from the foregoing, that if this situa- 
tion has its commercial advantages it has also its drawbacks; in fact, notwithstanding 
the evaporation of water, and the atmospheric absorption which causes the hygrometer 
of Delue to descend to 15°, and that of Saussare to 42°, Mexico is partly inandated every 
year, when the rains cause all the surrounding Jakes to take a higher level. The city 
was completeiy inundated several! times; the earliest we have on record is the inunda- 
tion of a.D. 1446, under the reign of Moctenczoma. This sovereign, aided by the King 
of Texcoco, and the rulers of Tacuba, Ixtapalapan, Colhuacan, and Tenayuca, constructed 
asort of dyke, nine miles long and 8 fms. wide, to remedy the evil and prevent new 
floods. There was, notwithstanding, another inundation in 1498, under the Emperor 
Ahnitzoth VIII., and a third ander Moctenozozoth II. Since the Spanish conquest there 
have been a considerable number of inundations; and in the year 1605 works were un- 
dertaken, not to repair the ancient ones, but to construct new drains for the general re- 
ception of all the waters of the valley. It was proposed to cut a canal from the Onti- 
veros Mill to Tesquiaque, where the ground begins to descend. This work would have 
required six months’ labour of 1500 Indians at a piastre per week ; it was to have heen 
25,090 varas long by 8 broad. The other expenses were calculated at 468,487 plastres 
for the whole undertaking. Espinosa, however, from motives of humanity to the In- 
dians, opposed this project, and contented himself with repairing the roads of Guada- 
lupe, St. Cristobal, and others. A new inundation, in 1607, gave rise toa project, the 
estimate being 29,267,555 piastres. The churches, convents, and wealthy individuals 
accepted this tax with good grace, paying down down at once 1 per cent. in order to 
commence the works. At first it was proposed to drain the lake of Zampango; an open 
canal, 1000 varas long, was cut between Cithaltepec and Huehuetoca. As Is asually the 
@ ise, intrigues and private interests impeded the proper progress of the works already com- 
menced, and Philip IfI., annoyed by ali the contradictory information he received as to 
the drainage of the valley of Mexico, wrote to his ambassador in Paris to send him a 
French engineer. This engineer, named Adrien Boot, was found, and in 1613 he set ont 
for Mexico; having examined the work, he declared the works hitherto executed to be 
useless, except perhaps to prevent the ravages of the River Cuantilian, and farnished 
new plans. The rivalry which sprang up among the several engineers resulted in in- 
namerable essays, requiring enormous expenses, while the inundations continued undi- 
minished. Matters continued thas till 1807, when the Viceroy Sturrigarray commenced 
the genera! drainage of the valley, vainly hoping to carry out this gigantic work forthe 
sum of 1,690,000 piastres; bat the imprisonment of the Viceroy, and the revolution of 
1810, once more put a stop to the works. Since that period the great canal and all other 
works, executed as precautions against the inundations of the town, have shared the 
fate of the different departments of the pubilc administration of Mexico. Everything 
has fallen into a state of neglect and apathy; yet the danger which has every year 
threatened the town is unabated. The works that have hitherto been constructed may 
be divided into three classes; some were for protection against the overflowing of the 
lakes ; others were drainage works; the third were dykes to protect the town. These 
works have never been completely finished, and have, therefore, never wholly prevented 
Mexico from being inundated, yet they have rendered the Inundations less frequent and 
less disastrous. The Emperor Maximilien has comprehended that the greatest public 
work that could do honour to his reign would be the drainage of the valley of Mexico. 
It would give more than 180 square miles io agriculture, and to the Treasury a sum con- 
siderabiy above the expenditare. His majesty, having carefally studied in detail all 
the past works and the causes of their interruption, has boldly resolved to execute at 
once what the Aztec emperors, the Spanish viceroys, and the Mexican republic, were un- 
able to perform.

! the yield of the coal mines of Great Britain, and the increase of our trade 
| during a limited period—simply calculating the probable contents of our 
| unworked coal beds, and finding the number of years which will be required 
at our present rate of increase to dispose of that quantity of coal. Krom 
| the reports, however, received from Her Majesty’s Secretaries of Embassy 
| and Legation respecting Coal, in reply to Earl Russell’s circular of May 


| last, it appears that many countries have ample mineral fuel for their own 


purposes, provided it were wrought, so that at no very distant period our | 
coal exports may be so materially interfered with as entirely to invalidate | 
| the estimates which have hitherto been made. The importance of the in- 

formation will be best judged of from an abstract of the circular referred 
|to. EArt Kussert observed that the question as to the extent of the pro- 
| duction of coal, and as to the extent to which that article is imported into 
| or exported from different countries, is one of deep interest and importance 
| as bearing on the prospects of manufacturing industry; and he, therefore, | 
| requested that the attention of the Secretaries of Legation might be di- | 
| rected to the subject, and that they would avail themselves both of the | 
| means at their own disposal and of the assistance of the members of the 
| consular service as might be in correspondence with them. It was sug- 
| gested that the information to be of practical service should embrace a 
| statement of the coal fields actually worked in the different countries and 

of the development in production ; a statement of the external trade of 
| each country in coal, whether an export or import trade, showing whether | 
| the tendency is towards expansion or limitation, and whether such expan- | 
| Sion or limitation is the result of causes connected witi the progress or 
| otherwise in local manufactures; and in cases where acountry is dependent 
| on foreign countries for its supply of coal, the ratio in which it draws sup- 
| plies from Great Britain or from other sources. 
| Commencing with Europe, it is found that Lord Bioomrietp replies 
| that the coal statistics of Austria had only been collected from 1855, and 
| did not extend b»yond 1862, and that, as the information available only 
| exists in a chaotic and incomplete state, it is impossible to answer the 
| question as to the production of coal in the empire. Geologists vaguely 
assert that the carboniferous fields are of inexhaustible extent, and the 

present yield is stated at 4,500,000 tons, nearly half of which belongs to 

the inferior classes of brown and tertiary coal. The scarcity of railway 
communication in the empire has hitherto hindered the development of 
the production of coal, and the high charges made for transporting the 

mineral by rail are great obstacles to its carriage, while to import it from | 
a distance would entail certain loss. Underthese circumstances, there can be 

no question of aregularcoal trade between Austria and England until freights 

are lowered to a price of which there is now nosrymptom. is lordship en- 

closes a report by Mr. Mounsey, which states that in every province in 

the Austrian empire coal of some speciesisfound. The production of coal 

in Austria has steadily increased with the extension of the means of com- 

manication. In the period of eleven years, from 1852 to 1863, the steam- 

driven machinery employed in the Austrian empire for industrial purposes, 
mines, agriculture, manufactories, &c., rose from 10,336-horse power to 

57,585, being an increase of about 450 per cent. In the same period the 
number of German miles of railway opened was increased from 318 to 
794 miles, or 150 per cent.; and the amount of coal produced rose from 
32,872,109 cwts. to 91,477,543 ewts., being an increase of about 185 percent. 
Relative to the production of coal in France, and to its importation and 

exportation, Mr. W.G. Grey forwards admirable statements, drawn up at 

the Ministry of Agriculture and Commerce. It appears that the produc- 
tion of the French coal fields amounted in 1863 (and an elaborate table is 
given showing the exact quantity obtained from each field) to 107,079,800 

metric quintals—the metric quintal being almost exactly 2 ewts.—and the 

importation and exportation attained respectively during the same period 

61,204,500 and 3,153,500 metric quintals, so that the French consump- 

tion was in the aggregate 165,130,800 quintals. In 1855 the prodaction 
of French coal was 68,270,100 metric quintals, and the consamption 
amounted to 108,567,800 quintals. The importation has consequently 
progressed at the same time as the interior production, and it is certain 
that the principal cause of the increasing use of coal is the development of 
French iodustry. Of the 61,204,500 metric quintals imported into France 
during 1863 there were 12,966,000 quintals from England, 37,152,900 
from Belgium, 11,071,600 from Sarbruck, and the remainder from divers 
other countries. 

The reports from Prussia are of great length, and remarkably detailed. 

Lord Narige, in submitting the result of the enquiries of Mr. Lowruzr, 





remarks that although the importation of English coal is still on the in- 
crease, the most notable feature in the reports is the rapid development of 
production in the coal fields of the Rhine provinces, which is not only suf- 
ficient for local consumption, but is exported to Holland, and is gradually 
finding its way to Eastern and Northern Prussia, where, as it is alleged, 
it will eventually displace English coal. Mr. LowrHeR communicated 
with our consuls at Stettin, Danzig, and Kénigsberg, and he has carefully 
epitomised the replies obtained. Mr. BLackWELt reports that there is no 
export of coal from Stettin or Swinemiinde, and that the importation of 
coal is exclusively from Great Britain, the importation which in the year 
1859 amounted to 191,775 tons, in 1863 amounted to 262,777 tons, 
Mr. Herrsvet, our consul at Konigsberg, states that the demand for 
coal at Konigsberg is now great, and that English coal is better and cheaper 
than the Rhenish or Silesian coals, and is much taken for the Russian 
railroad. Mr, Wurre, cur consul at Danzig, reports that the importation 
of coal into Danzig has increased from 41,141 tons in 1852 to 110,448 
tons in 1864. Vessels coming from England to Danzig for grain and 
timber bring out coal instead of ballast, and thus such facilities are given 
to English coals that they are almost exclusively used in that neighbour- 
hood. Mr. Crosstawait#, our consul at Cologne, states that the total 


| produce of coai in Westphalia was 28,551,177 tons in 1862, and 31,550,083 


tons in 1863. The greater portion of the Westphalian coal is consumed 
by the metal industy. Westphalian coal is exported chiefly to Holland, 
‘The amount imported increased gradually up to 1862, when it decreased, 
Mr. Lowruer states that considerable use is made in Prussia of a sub- 
stance called ‘‘ Braun Kohl”? (sic., which, literally translated, means brown 
cabbage), which he regards as similar to Bovey coal; it is very inferior, 


| he says, to common coal (‘* Stein Kohl,” sic.), and is found in consider- 


able quantities in Prussia, chiefly in the neighbourhood of Mersebourg. 
The result of his enquiries, with reference to coal, has been that there is 
an increasing import of coal into Prussia from England; that there ig 
no export of coal except to France, Holland, and Switzerland; that 
the amount of coal imported from Belgium into the Zollverein, and 
from the Zollverein into Belgium, is nearly equal; and that the de- 
mand for coal is daily increasing. The coal trade in Prussia suffers 
chiefly from the high rates of freight charged for its transport on most 


|of the railways, and from the deficient means of transport by water, 


With regard to the development in production of coal, it appears that in 
1857 there were obtained 47,363,716 Prussian tonnes of coal, valued at 
23,453,340 thalers, or $,518,001/.; and there were worked 503 mines, at 
which were employed 64,754 workmen. In 1863 there were obtained 
71,654,578 tonnes, valued at 23,861,065 thalers, or 3,504,159/.; and there 
were worked 417 pits, at which were employed 71,592 workmen, During 
the period from 1857 to 1863 the quantity of coal obtained increased, the 


| value fluctuated, the number of pits decreased, and the number of work- 


men fluctuated. As regards the production of brown coal daring the same 
periods, the amount of coal obtained increased, as did the value, but the 


| number of mines fluctuated, and with it the number of workmen. 


With regard to Betcium, Lord Howarp pe WaLpeEn forwards a 
highly interesting summary by Mr. Ecerron of the Principal Features of 
the Coal Industry in Belgium. Mr. Eoerron commences with a history 
of the Belgian coal trade from some 17 years before the time of WILLIAM 
THE CONQUERER, discussing incidentally the probability of coal being 
known to the ancient Greeks some centuries before the Christian era 
to 1863. It appears that in the year 1834, after the separation from 
Holland, a great impetus was given to coal production in Belgium. 
More{capital was employed, many companies oa the principle of limited 
liabity were formed, steam power supplanted the windlasses hitherto used 
for the extraction of coal, and steam pumps and ventilators came into ge- 
neral use. In 1538 the result of the too sudden prosperity caused by over 
speculation was felt, a crisis followed, and many pits stopped work. Still, 
notwithstanding some years of depression in the trade, the yearly amount 
of coal obtained increased. ‘The revolution of 1848 caused a slight check 
to this stream of prosperity, but the coal trade recovered the following 
year, and its condition from 1849 to 1858 was most flourishing. In 1859 
a period of depression again set in, caused partly by the disturbed state of 
Europe consequent upon the war in Italy, though principally by a too 
great production without a corresponding increase in demand. A fal! in 


*| prices followed, which proved fatal to many, especially to the owners of 
| the small collieries. 


The Treaty of Commerce of 1860 gave another blow 
to this branch of Belgian industry. For more than 70 years France de- 
rived her principal supplies from Belgium, but now, relieved from the high 
duties before imposed upon it, English coal has entered France in large 

uantities, and has at once become a most formidable rival of the Belgian 
combustible, hence the diminution in demand which has proved so serious 
to the interests of the country. In 1836 the Belgian collieries supplied 
3,056,000 tons (3056 tons in report) of coal, of the value of 38,496,299 frs.; 
this had increased to 10,057,163 tons, worth 110,014,977 frs. To put it 
roughly, there is more than three times as much coal obtained now as was 
the case 25 years ago. The exports of coal, which were 773.612 tons in 
1836, and 1,543,472 tons in 1545, rose to 3,450,306 ton in 1860. There 
is about five times as much coal exported now as was exported 25 years 
ago. France is the only large consumer of Belgian coal. The exports to 
that country amount to one-third of the total annual produce of the king- 
dom. In future Journals reference will be made to the reports from 
other countries, 





SPAIN AND CHILI—No. II. 


The advance, political, social, and commercial, made by Chili since the 
expulsion of the Spaniards from her shores stands out in striking contrast 
with that made by her sister Republic, Peru, or with that of any other 
nationality on the continent of South America, the empire of Brazil in- 
cluded, and even contrasts favourably with the progress made by many of 
our British colonies, It is the more remarkable in the case of Chili, when 
we take into account the peculiar indolence and apathy of that branch of 
the Latin race whose blood courses through the veins of her population. 
The Chilians, whilst they still retain many of the most prominent charac- 
teristics in manners, customs, and laws of their old masters, have, through 
the great influx into their population of English, German, and French 
capitalists and labourers, acquired a solidity of government and a wealth 
not to be found in any other South American community. The influences 
which induced this European immigration were the metallic wealth of the 
northern regions of the Republic, and the corn-growing capacity of its 
southern half. Possessing such nataral advantages, and lacking the popu- 
lation wherewith to avail herself of them, to the credit of the Government 
of Chili it must be said that she awoke rapidly to the benefits to be derived 
of encouraging the importation of foreigners and foreign capital to develope 
her resources, andjso has of late years offered better security to lite and pro- 
perty to those who ventured to her shores than any of her neighbours. 

The wealth which Spain derived from the gold and silver mines of Chili 
during the last century, when she worked them by the forced labour of 
the native Indians, filled her coffers for many years. During their resi- 
dence in the country many of the Spaniards intermarried with the natives, 
and so there sprung up a mixed race, which had so increased at the be- 
ginning of this century that they were enabled to throw off the Spanish 
yoke forever. A collapse followed this struggle for independence, during 
which the mines and the soil of Chili were alike almost forgotten, in fact 
totally so, if we except the imperfect and futile attempts made by some 
English companies to work the old mines of the precious metals in the 
South of Chili. After this there came the working, with revived energy, 
of the wonderful ruby-silver mines of the district of Copiapo. ‘These mines 
were opened and carried on principally by English labour and capital; and 
when their success was established beyond the possibility of doubt, there 
flocked into the country a horde of English and German miners, who im- 
pressed into its social atmosphere a tone which has materially assisted in 
the general advance of the country. It is not so much, however, to her 
mines of the precious metals (which for so long yielded such vast quantities 
of gold and silver, and seemed apparently inexhaustible, for they have now 
for some years past been gradually sinking into insignificance), so much a3 
to the great treasures, houses of copper, which were found scattered along 
the whole line of her Cordilleras, and were discovered at a time when 
the demand for that metal was so much on the increase, is the wealth and 
prosperity of Chili to be more especially attributed. At the same time that 
we speak of the wealth of Chili as the result of her metallic deposits, it must 
be remembered that without the extraordinary fertility of her soil she 
could hardly have succeeded in prosecuting her mineral resources with the 
vigour she has, or could she have become so wealthy and independent, 
unless she possessed in addition those southern provinces, which grow 
cereals sufficient to support the whole Republic of nearly 2,000,000 souls, 
and to enable her to export many thousand tons annually to Peru and 
Bolivia, and the English colonies of New Zealand and Australia. The Go- 
vernment of Chili is similar tothatof mostofits neighbours. Itisrepublican, 
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fexecutive authority being vested in a President, who holds office for 
aterm of four years, and is elected by universal suffrage. Its Congress con- 
sists of 56 members, elected by the provinces. As itis not, however, with 
the political condition of Chili so much as with her mineral wealth that we 
are most interested, let it suffice under the former head to say that the 
Chilians having become conscious of the blessings of a civilised existence 
are careful to foster and defend the interests of strangers; and, as her 
wealth has iacreased, there has been less of that party faction which still 
continues to impede the progress of Peru and Bolivia. In Santiago, the 
capital of Chili, is to be found a society more refined than that in any 
other city in South America. The city itself is well built, has many use- 
fal institutions, and has scholastic establishments, in which are educated 
the better class of the young, on the west coast. ; 

Now, if we take Santiago as a centre, and draw a line between it and Val- 
paraiso, its seaport town, on the south of that line will lie the corn-growing 
country of Chili, whilst to the north of it will be found all her mineral wealth. 
When, however, we say that all the agricultural districts of the Republic lie 
to the south of this line, we must except those valleys which are to be found 
at intervals along her whole coast, and through which rivers find their way 
from the Andes to the shore. Where this is the case, as in the valley of 
Copiapo, the irrigated soil is wonderfully fertile, and capable of growing 
all the cereals required for the support of the human race. It was, no 
doubt, from such hospitable centres as these that those pioneers who first 
discovered the innumerable mines that are dotted along the whole line of 
the Andes first set out. At the same time it must be borne in mind that 
such valleys are of rare occurrence, and that the greater number of the 
mines now being worked are at long distances from such valleys, and are, 
consequently, totally dependent for food, and even often for water, on sup- 
plies brought to them from a distance; for where there are no irrigated 
valleys there there are no signs of vegetation but the dry, dismal-looking 
cactus. Some of the mines are close on the shore, but, as a rule, they are 
situated inland from 50 to 200 miles. It must not be supposed that the 
Andes run through Chili as one single chain of mountains, for they con- 
sist of many chains, called Cordilleras, and from these there are occasionally 
smaller ranges of hills abruptly thrusting themselves off from the general 
run of their fellows, and leading directly tothe shore. By these the whole 
coast land is rendered irregular, so that it would be @ matter of no small 
difficulty to supply the population of the Northern provinces with food from 
the South by land carriage alone. Roads there are next to none, and so 
carts, although valuable in places, would, on the whole, be worse than 
useless. ‘The population of the Northern provinces consists of the actual 
miners, of those connected with the preparation for export of the mineral 
prodnced, and of a population employed in bringing merchandise for the 
support of the miners, and, lastly, of those who purchase and ship the 
mineral produce to distant markets. From this explanation it is not dif- 
ficult to form a rough idea of the effect likely to be produced by stopping 
the entrance to such places of the food required, and of preventing the ship- 
ment of the mineral wrought. 

Before we proceed, now, to consider the actual amount of copper pro- 
duced in Chili, and the different forms under which it used to be exported, 
and those under which it is now shipped, and on the causes which have 
produced this change, let us say a few words on the actual character of the 
population in the mines. As arule, most of the large and more important 
mines are superintended by Cornish mine captains, who have under them 
some Cornish miners. ‘These, however, if all mustered, form but a very 
small portion of the labouring population in the mines, for the bulk of the 
heavy labour is performed by Indians and half-casts. Now, the native 
miners are capital workmen, and if their labour is directed by a good Corn- 
ish miner they are capable of doing as good a day’s work as any of the 
Cornishmen themselves. Unfortunately the natives are, as a rule, totally 
uneducated, and will only work just hard enough to keep themselves sup- 
plied with the barest necessities of life. They are hard drinkers, and only 
too glad of the excuse of a Saint’s day to take a holiday. By such the 
simple announcement that the Spanish fleet had blockaded the coast, and 
that her ships were lying in the nearest port, would be a sufficient reason 
for them to strike work, and start for the scene of action, more from a 
longing for excitement than for any martial furore. This running away 
from their work has actually taken place in some of the richest mining 
districts of Chili. 

On Monday last the West Coast Mail arrived, bringing us advices from 
Valparaiso, dated Jan. 2. By it we learn that the struggle is not yet over, 
although the game seems to have been nearly played out. The only ports 
blockaded when the mail left were Caldera and Valparaiso. Shipments 
of copper produce still continued to be made, although to a limited extent. 
Probably as we write this the blockade has been raised; but, even if it has, 
the effect of its having been maintained for ten weeks must materially 
affect our future supplies from thence. To estimate this effect must be our 
next endeavour.

Ratinc or Coat Mrxes—GovernMENT Enquiry at Loncton.—On 
Tuesday and Wednesday of the present week Mr. Alfred Taylor, a com- 
missioner from the Home Office, has conducted an enquiry at Longton, in 
pursuance of a petition presented to Sir George Grey, praying him to in- 
stitute such an enquiry ‘* with a view to partially repealing and altering a 
certain local Act in force in the said borough, under which Act certain 
descriptions of property (rateable to the relief of the poor) are not rateable 
for town purposes.” Mr. Young, the town clerk, stated the case on behalf 
of the corporation; it was to the effect that up to 1858 a local Act was 
in force which enabled the governing body to levy a public improvement 
rate on various descriptions of property, but exempting coal mines, land, 
and gas and water mains. In 1858 portions of the Local Government Act 
were adopted, and in 1865 the town was incorporated, and the remainder 
of the Local Government Act was adopted. Section 55 of that Act gives 
power to levy a general district rate upon all kinds of property rateable to 
the relief of the poor; but there is a proviso that property exempted by 
local Acts shall continue to be exempt, unless a provisional order, obtained 
and confirmed by Parliament, should otherwise direct. The rateable value 
of the property affected at Longton was between 20007. and 3000/., and 
Mr. Young contended that, as the owners enjoyed all the advantages pro- 
eured by the district rate, it was only fair that, in addition to an assessment 
upon their plant and buildings (the payment of which they did not dispute), 
they should be assessed upon the full value of their property, especially as 
the carting of their coal damaged the highways more than anything else. 
Witnesses were examined in support of Mr. Young’s case, after which Mr. 
Motteram, barrister-at-law, of the Oxford Circuit, addressed the Commis- 
sioner on behalf of the owners of coal and gas property within the borough. 
He said the present was an unjust attempt on the part of the corporation 
to procure the repeal of an exemption clause, to which his clients were 
fairly entitled. ‘Their contracts had been made in the faith that their im- 
munity would continue, and as the whole subject of the rating of mines 
was likely to come before Parliament, it would be much fairer to allow 
things to remain as they were until the coal trade throughout the country | 
had had an opportunity of being heard on the question, He contended 
that Mr. Young had entirely failed to make out a case, and remarked that 
the evidence showed that 19-20ths of the coal consumed by the manufac- 
turers of Longton was brought from collieries just beyond the limits of the | 
borough, and that they, therefore, were responsible for the damage done | 
to the road. They could not, however, be rated to the district rate, so that | 
if the exemption were repealed, the coalowners whose mines were within | 
the borough would be placed in an unfair position in the competition with 
their neighbours.

AUSTRALIAN GoLp.—It is worthy of note that the receipts of gold from 
Australia, which had been declining for several years past, showed a ten- 
dency to revive last year. ‘Thus, in the first 11 months of 1865 the value 
of the Australian gold imported was computed at 4276,128/., as com- 
pared with 2,629,766/. in 1864, and 5,504,476/. in 1864 (corresponding 
periods). ‘The value of the gold imported from the Australias in 1858 
was 9,064,7632.; in 1859, 8,624,566/.; in 1860, 6,719,000/.; in 1861, 
6,331,2252.; in 1862, 6,704,7532.; in 1863, 5,995,3682.; and in 1864, 
2,656,971. It is, doubtless, the development of the gold fields of New 
Zealand which caused the imports of Australian—or rather Australasian 
—gold to exhibit a revival last year; at the same time, the gold produc- 
tion of Australia, properly so called, is maintained with difficulty. All 
the gold fields of New South Wales showed a decline in their producti- 
bility last year. The yield of the western gold fields of that colony in the 
first ten months of 1865 showed a decline of only 600 ozs., or about 4 per 
cent., as compared with the corresponding period of 1864; but the southern 
fields presented a diminution of 1856 ozs., or 16 per cent.; and the northern 
a decrease of 6501 ozs., or 27 per cent. 





FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 


A few months since the Belgian collieries increased their sale prices, 
because the demand had become more active. The blast-furnaces soon 
followed the upward movement, and now the rolling-mills are endeavour- 
ing to do something of the kind, the proprietors alleging that both their 
elements of fabrication—combustible and pig—have been advancing, and 
that unless they work at a loss they must follow the general course of 
events, There is one unnatural circumstance in all this—that forgemasters have been 
obliged to press on arise at atime when such a movement was not justified by cir- 
cumstances. The fact cannot be concealed that the rise would have been more natural 
when affairs had regained a real and assured activity. The question debated with in- 
terest is, what will result from the present advance? In the spring the collieries may 
see their orders fall off, while a contrary movement may declare itself as regards pig 
and tron, In consequence of an anticipated reduction in the English production. Ifthese 
anticipations are realised, the collieries will have to moderate their pretensions, and the 
advance in iron, although resting on a false basis at present, may be definitively con- 
solidated, The situation, however, leaves a great deal to conjecture, and this explains 
the hesitation which appears in the Belgian fron trade. Certain establishments do not 
belleve in the durability of the advance, and accept business below 6/. 16s. per ton, 
provided they have a real importance. Some forgemasters also are not inclined to supply 
themselves with combustidle at the present price of 11s, 6d. per ton for rich coal, be- 
cause they hope for a reduction in ashort time. On the other hand, the coalowners 
are full of confidence, and even predict a further advance in the price of their products, 
A contract for Bessemer steel ratis has béen let at 141. 7s. 6d. per ton to Messrs. Robert- 
son, of Hamburg. At this adjudication, which took place at the station of the Northern 
Railway, at Brussels, a tender was opened from John Brown and Co. (Limited), of 
Sheffield, at 15/7. 18s. 6d. per ton. The Haut-Pré Rolling-Milis, at Ougrée, about three 
miles from Liége, are offered for sale. . P 

Advices from the St. Dizier group report no increase of animation. Pig 
for refining has only nominal quotations—charcoal-made at 4/. 10s.; mixed 
at 31. 16s. and 4/.; and coke-made, 3/. 8s, Prices of iron remain well sup- 
ported. Jolled iron from charcoal-made pig is maintained at 9/.; mixed 
ditto, 8/7. 163.; and coke-made, 8/. 4s. to 8/. 8s. Hammered iron makes 10/. 16s., and 
axles of ordinary dimensions, 11/. 4s, to 11/. 88. per ton, Machine iron is firm at the 
following rates :—Charcoal-made, 92. 12s.; mixed, 91. 4s. to 91. 8s.; and coke-made, 
81. 16s. perton. Wire isin pretty good demand. Stores of combustibles are being laid 
in with regularity. The upward tendency remarked in the tone of warrants has become 
more decided, We return to the report of the prefect of the Pas-de-Calais on the coal 
mining industry of that department. The prefect says:—‘“ The putting in activity of 
pit No. 4 {n the Lens Mines has enabled the extraction by pit No, 1, termed St. Eliza- 
beth, to be temporarily suspended. At the same time, that a pit, the present depth of 
which is 800 {t., is being sunk, the repair of the shafting is being effected, and arrange- 
ments are being made for the substitution of cages for the apparatus which has hitherto 
accommodated the pit. Finally, changes are being made in the external arrangements ; 
anew extraction engine of 120 horse-power will be shortly erected. At No. 2,or Grand- 
Condé pit, the working is being pursued at the single level of 736 ft. Itis from the 
Beaumont vein that the greater part of the coal extracted from the pit is obtained; this 
single bed, which presents to the south and east regular bearings of a rather reinarkable 
thickness, has furnished an average of 2550 hectolitres per day. The Buffon bed, im- 
mediately below, is little worked ; the other veins — Dufresnoy, Gassion, and that termed 
the Northern—have given rise to some rather active working as regards @ branch of 
Dufresnoy, which is connected with the level of the southern bowette, at a depth of 
1733 ft.; a slip of earth has caused its disappearance forthe present. ‘The northern dis- 
trict of the pit has presented hitherto in the northern bowette only irregular strata; in 
order to continue the examination of this part of the pit, the bowette has been enlarged, 
and its advancement has been resumed. It has attained at present a length of 1667 fr. 
The daily production of this pit does not exceed at present 2500 hectolitres. Having 
regard to the proximity of the limits of the concession, the works of No. 3 or St. Amé- 
sur-Lievin pit are concentrated to the north of the pit at the single level of 596ft. The 
management is continuing the bowette, which will effect the examination of the northern 
district, and which already presents a development of 2000 ft. The getting of coal has 
been exclusively effected in the vein, 32 in. thick, met with at a depth of 1666 ft.; not- 
withstanding numerous accidents, this bed produces a daily average of 700 hectolitres. 
A new vein, 16 in. thick, struck at 150 ft. to the north of the preceding, has given rise 
to only an experimental working,soon abandoned. The delivery of coal from this pit to 
the Lens station has been greatly facilitated by the establishment of a small railway on 
the American principle, falling into the line which unites Nos. 1 and 4 pits, and which 
is connected with the network of the Pas-de-Calais Collieries Railways. To turn now 
to the Grenay concession, at No. 1] pit of Buly-Grenay, the working is now effected at 
the new level of 830 ft. in the extension of the veins discovered by the upper levels, 
To the south of the pit the St. Alexis and St. Constant beds have already been re-cut, 
; and the two sides of the bowette are being developed; various accidents and numerous 
contractings of the veins have rendered the getting of coal rather difficult. To the north 
of the pit the Constance vein is being worked ; it offers numerous serrages. The northern 
bowette, which has come upon another vein inferior tothe preceding, termed St. Hubert, 
has reached a length of 433 ft.; as regards the southern bowette it has already reached 
a length of 900 ft., and it is being continued. The daily extraction by pit No. 1 is now 
1800 hectolitres. The No, 2 pit, known as the Mazingarbe pit, has now its lower stage 
(at a level of 800 ft.) in activity. The continuation of the bowettes has made known 
beds observed at the upper level.

REPORT FROM SCOTLAND. 

Giascow, Fes, 14.—The Liverpool “ clique,” as they have been desig- 
nated, continue purchasing, and threaten to enhance the price of pig-iron 
still farther; but it is difficult to see how they will be able to realise, unless 
they can also persuade the English and the Welsh makers to regulate their 
prices by the quotations current in Glasgow; 75s. is the price they threaten 
to impose for pigs, but the best informed here are decidedly against such 
forced prices, as it is the bane of legitimate trade. Even as matters now 
stand, founders are complaining that the state of the pig market is killing 
their trade, and leaving them bare of orders. The malleable houses are also 
longing for a period of repose from the shifting course prices are taking 
through the baffling operations of speculators unconnected with the trade. 

Manuracturep Ion, so far as prices are concerned, is unchanged; 
and, while first-class makers are doing a large business, the second-class 
people are booking few orders, as they have been necessitated to raise their 
prices to a level with the producers of superior iron. Shipbuilding iron is 
again easier, and North of England makers are supplying this kind of iron 
under the prices current here. The other descriptions are as last quoted. 

The shipments of Pig-IRon last week were 4193 tons, against 8946 
tons last year; total till date, 53,631 tons; decrease, 10,251 tons. The 
market has been very firm since this day week, and steadily advanced from 
67s. 9d. to 69s. 9d. cash. To-day fully 15,006 tons done at from 69s. 6d. 
to 69s. 9d. cash; 70s, 3d. to 70s. Gd. one month, and 71s. three months 
open; closing buyers at 69s. 91. cash, sellers 693. 104d. Shipping iron is 
quoted 69s. for No. 1, and 68s. 3d. for No. 8. Gartsherrie, No. 1, 71s.; 
Coltness, 72s. 

According to the report of the Miners’ Conference, held here on Mon- 
day, there is a prospect that in not more than three weeks every miner in 
Scétland will be working eight hours a day. In the Glasgow district, in 
the Larkhall district, and in Clackmannan, it had been fully established, 
and the 2000 ironstone mines in the Maryhill suburb of Glasgow, with one 
solitary exception, were on the restricted quota. Mr. M‘Donald said, at 
this Conference, that he “ was confident that if the movement were thoroughly carried 
out there would be a reduction of coal of fully 3,000,000 tons for 1866. Last year 
12,000,000 were required; and if they could only give the masters 9,000,000 instead of 
12,000,000 tons, they might depend upon it that they would soon have 68. a day instead 
of 4s.” There is a secret, however, of which Mr. M‘Donald {is not aware, which will 
play havoe with all his fine advice, and that is, that the coalmasters are about to offer 
& very large premium for a coal-cutting machine capable of doing the work without 
much waste; and if the men do not take warning from a fact like this, they may shortly 
find that, instead of there being a demand for colliers, they will be superabundant, and 
machinery will have taken the place of manual labour. The strike for the advance to 
5s. a day still continues, and there is not anything which would indicate that either 
masters or men were making an approach toa settlement. The men have the promise 
of rations at least; and a delegate from Yorkshire told Mr. Dixon’s men that if they 
continued to hold out, the English miners would aid them with more than mere words, 
oreven sympathy. Last week Mr, Dixon had to temporarily blow out five of his six 
furnaces at Caider, and three of his four farnacesat Govan, He has been enabled to re- 
light four at Calder, and he has one at Govan, so that of his ten furnaces six are going, 
At Stevenston the Eglinton furnaces are kept going, although the hands have been on 
strike fora month, and Messrs. Merry (M.P.) and Cunninghame do not yet seem in- 
clined to givein. This afternoon, it is rumoured that the Stevenston men have been 
offered the 5s. a day, but not the elght hours’ bill, and if they do not agree to thie, they 
will be lockei out for six months, as contracts would be made with the Kilmarnock 
coalmasters for a six months’ supply forthwith. 

Coats are bringing full prices, with a steady demand, and the exports 
for the week give some indications of renewed activity. For the week to 
date there has been shipped 21,570 tons, against 21,900 tons in the same 
week last year, which shows only a trifling difference. If the output is re- 
stricted to the extent the colliers desiderate, machinery will, undoubtedly, 
be introduced into our pits at the earliest opportunity, and the price of 
coals may be cheaper rather than dearer before long. 

The Argyll Mining Company (Limited) is to be wound-up voluntarily, 
and an extraordinary general meeting is called for the 27th inst., for confirmation. 

The South of Scotland Mining Company’s annual meeting was held here 
last week. The directors’ and mining captains’ reports gave a very favourable view of 
the condition and prospects of the undertaking. 

At the Geological Society of Glasgow monthly meeting Mr. John 
Sutherland exhibited a specimen of a peculiar looking iron ore from Ireland, which was 
new and apparently undescribed in this part of the conntry. It had much of the cha- 
racteristic appearance of plumbago, and left a black greasy stain when rubbed between 
the fingers ; was comparatively soft, and gave off under the knife glistening particles of 
a metallic lustre, not unlike powdered mica, It was unacted on by the blow-pipe, and 
contained no carbonaceous matter whatever. A rough analysis gave as its composition— 
Ferric oxide, 90°5; matter insoluble in HCL and NOg, 95=100°0. 

At the Assistant Engineers of Glasgow monthly meeting the paper read 
was “On a Self-acting Siuice at the Stanley Reservoirs,” whose properties were very 
little known, and which had the great merit of having been in operation for a consider- 
able number of years without requiring almost any repair. The paper communicated 
nothing new, but drew attention to its accuracy and character. A discussion followed. 

The annual festival of the iron trades of Glasgow took place under the 
auspices of the Amalgamated Society of Shipbuiiders and Engineers, Mr. J. G. Laurie, 
President, in the chair. On the platform we noticed the following office-bearers :—~ 
Messrs. Andrew M‘Onie, J. Rowbotham, David Tait, J. Wills, J. Shanks, George 
Campbell, treasurer of the society ; J. Reid, secretary, &c. After tea the Chairmen de- 
livered an appropriate address, in the course of which he referred to the many benefits 
which the Amalgamated Society had conferred on members while out of employment 
or suffering from indisposition. During the evening other gentlemen addressed the 
Meeting, and the sederunt was wound up with an assembly.

6d. below former 
quotations, but as a rule the pig makers are firm, and as yet they have a 
| good many orders on hand. 
| A patent has been taken out by Mr. Nicklin, of the firm of Messrs, 
Millington and Nicklin, of Tipton, well known for the quality of their iron, 
| for improvements in Puddling Iron. It appears to be based on the prin- 
ciple of introducing warm air into the puddling furnace, and is described 
as most successful, saving labour for the puddler, and coals, avoiding 
smoke, and producing more iron for the pigs. The inventor is a tho- 
roughly practical man, and is not likely to put forth a visionary scheme.

@iminished, it was suggested that it would be a great advantage if the notice for the ter- 
mination of the contract between master and man could be fora month instead of a fort- 
night, as the longer period would give an opportunity for the completion of contracts. 

A somewhat important conference of workmen’s Trade Societies in South 
Staffordshire was held on Monday last, at Wednesbury, for the purpose of 
sustaining an agitation with a view to the alteration of the law of master 
and servants, so as to free the latter from liability to imprisonment from neglect of 
work, whilst the employer is only liable for breach of contract by civil process. The 
Scotch executive is earnestly taking up this matter, and the meeting resolved to render 
them every possible assistance. This question is, probably, the sorest point in the 
law which workmen now complain of. The stipendiary magistrate of the Potteries 
Mr. Davis, whilst enforcing the oDservance of contracts, strictly leaves the matter to 
the civil court, unless the neglect is wilful—that is, where the workman has a bona fide 
ground to dispute the alleged contract. In this letter it has for years been urged that 
imprisonment should never be resorted to except in the extremest cases of this nature. 
A man going away ina &t of idleness or excitement, or, perhaps, excessive fatigue, should 
hardly be liable to be put on the treadwheel with felons. 








DERBYSHIRE, YOKKSHIRE, AND LANCASHIRE. 

Fes. 15.—The Iron Trade of North Derbyshire and Yorkshire was 
scarcely ever in a healthier state than at the present time, and in many 
instances manufacturers are unable to keep pace with the demand. At 
Staveley there is more than usual activity in the completing of orders 
in hand for pipes, bars, and other qualities of iron. At several other 
works the business doing in pipes for water-works in course of con- 
struction is large, as much as a mile in length being turned out daily. 
The enquiry for coal at the collieries at Staveley and Clay Cross is good, 
the disputes in other localities having caused a diversion of the trade 
into that district, much to the benefit of the Midland Railway Com- 
pany. At the Devonshire Silkstone Company’s Colliery, at Sheepbridge, 
the men are actively engaged in sinking the second shaft, having gone 
down to a depth of 110 yards, the coal lying at a depth of about 
164 yards. The colliery promises to be one of the best in North Derby- 
shire, and so far has been sunk at a comparatively small cost. There is 
a total area of upwards of 800 acres of good coal, so that the speculation 
promises to be one in every way successful.

There is one shaft sunk to the coal, and the 
second one has been advanced, but, in consequence of the influx of water, 
the works have been greatly delayed.

If not sold, it is said that new capital will be raised by the 
principal shareholders, and work resumed by pumping the water out, and 
so reaching the coal. In Sheffield and neighbourhood manufacturers of 
iron and steel goods are turning out large quantities of material, whilst 
those engaged in heavy castings and armour-plates are equally busy. 

In the principal iron-making districts of Yorkshire the greatesc activity 
prevails, and business for a long time will be very brisk. At Milton and 
Elsecar the Messrs. Dawes are making large quantities of plates for ex- 
portation, and in the other branches of the trade, such as bars, hoops, 
rails, and &c., they are also doing a good trade. No part of the county, 
however, more experiences the benefit of the great demand existing for iron 
than what is known as the Cleveland district, in the North Riding. The 
ironmasters there have been very successful in obtaining large aud remu- 
nerative contracts, having successfully competed with the Staffordshire and 
other iron-making localities. They are now executing large orders for 
India and the Continent, whilst the railway bills before Parliament, if only 
a moiety are passed, are sure to bring some large contracts for rails into 
the district. There is scarcely any part of England where the manufac- 
ture of any article has in so short a time been the means of gathering to- 
gether so large a population as what is known as the Cleveland county. 
The chief town in the district is Middlesbro’, being the centre of what is 

robably the largest iron-prodacing locality in the kingdom. A little 
more ihan 30 years ago there were not half-a-dozen houses in the place, 
whilst in 1851 it contained a population of 7500, which in ten years in- 
@reased to 18,200, whilst during the past five years it is calculated that it 
has still further increased by 10,000 at the least. The quantity of iron 
made in the district for the year 1865 falls very little short of 1,000,000 
tons, of which nearly one-eighth was for exportation, France being con- 
siderably the best customer. Indeed, it is a matter of question if so rapid 
a rise can be found in any other part of the kingdom. Ihe machine and 
engineer shops continue very busy, and with the orders on hand are likely 
to continue so for a long time to come. 

The Coal Trade of Souta Yorkshire is by no means so active as it has 
been, the open state of the weather causing only a limited enquiry for 
house coal. There is, however, a good demand for steam or hard coal, 
and a good business is being done with the ports of Hull and Grimsby, for 
exportation to the northern ports, which have kept open for an unprece- 
dentedly long period this winter. There is rather more doing in Silk- 
stone, but not so much asizs usual at this season. Engine coal, for the 
Lancashire market, is in fair request, whilst a large quantity of ‘‘ hards” 
is being sent to Leeds and other manufacturing localities. There is more 
coke being made just now than for some considerable time past, bat not 
by any means equal to what is required by the various ironworks in Lin- 
colnshire and those nearer home. 

In Lancashire the coal trade is tolerably brisk, both for home consump- 
tion and exportation, and as greater facilities for transport are being offered, 
business will, doubtless, considerably increase. Most of the cotton-mills 
working full time ensures an active trade in engine coal, which there is 
every prospect of being fully maintained. The business done in nearly all 
qualities of iron is large, bars in particular being in good request, whilst 
sheets, hoops, aud plates are also in fair demand. Tin-plate makers are 
very busy, and prices are very firm, with an inclination to rise. P 

There is a pretty general agitation just now amongst colliers and iron- 
workers for an advance of wages, which tends very much to unsettle trade, 
causing masters to be by no means anxious to enter into large contracts. 
At the extensive collieries at Thorncliff and Westwood, belonging to 
Messrs. Newton, Chambers, and Co., in what is known as the South York- 
shirefield, the men are still out, and receiving weekly pay from the Miners’ 
Association. In Sheffield, the file-grinders—a large and rather powerfal 
body—have demanded an increase on the present prices. The masters 
have determined to oppose the demand, on the ground that, owing to the 
competition in which they are engaged with the New England manufac- 
turers, and the keen rivalry of the file-makers of the Zollverein, any ad- 
vance on the present rates would operate injuriously for workmen as well 
as masters. At Hall, the Amalgamated Engineers have also given notice 
that an increase of 6d. per day will be expected. It is not unlikely that 
there will be severe struggles between the employers and employés, end- 
ing, as they generally do, to the injury of both, by the driving of trade into 
other localities, where strikes and lock-outs are happily unknown. 

Tue Wigan Coriiery Expiosion.—The enquiry into the deaths of 
the 30 men and boys killed by the fearful explosion of fire-damp at the 
Highbrooks Colliery, Ashton, near Wigan, on Jan. 23, was brought to a 
close on Wednesday evening, before Mr. Driffield, district coroner. Mr. 
Clark, mining surveyor to Sir Robert T. Gerard, expressed his opinion 
that the ventilation in the mine was ample, but Mr. Pickard, miners’ 
agent, considered that on his inspection it was not sufficient. Mr. Higson, 
Government Inspector, was also examined, and in the course of his evi- 
dence he said— 

“I belleve that there has been a sadden discharge of gas from the floor of the mine, 
whicn overpowered the ventilation, and rendered the air explosive. Various causes 
may be assumed »< to the mode in which this gas was ignited. The lamps may have 
become heated, an‘ collapsed, some of the men may have been trying to fire a shot or 
to smoke, bat noth:¢ has been discovered, so far as I know of, up to this time to show 
how itignited. Ac mitting there might be sufficient ventilatton to keep down the gas 
that gradually escap.< ‘rom the workings of the mine, I believe there was not sufficient

The following local bills have passed the standing orders:—Ely Valley, 
Newport (Monmouth) Borough Bill (promoted by the Great Western); Lianelly Rail- 
way and Harbour; Liynvi Valley Railway (extension, &c.); Liynvi Valley Railway 
and Ogmore Valley Railway Companies; Aberavon Local Board; Briton Ferry Gas and 
Coke Consumers’ Company. No appearance was entered in the unopposed case of the 
Brecon and Merthyr Tydvil Junction Railway (capital). The Brynmawr Gas and the

@ guarantee (Mr. Read not being a shareholder) that any contract he made would be duly 
carried out; but Mr. Walton deciined to purchase. In conclusion, Mr. Benson states 
that if Mr. Walton, or the committee of the mine, “‘ have any doubts as to the genuine- 
ness of my cilent’s advertisement, let them cal! at my office on Monday, and I will enter 
into a contract to sell them 500 shares at the nominal price of 7s. 6d., and deposit 100/., 
to be handed to the Bristol Infirmary if the contract be not duly carried out by me, pro- 
vided they will do likewise.” To this Mr. Walton replied that Mr. Read did not call 
on him on the day mentioned, and never offered 1001. deposit as a guarantee for 500 
shares, that he had letters at his office to prove the assertions in his first letter, and 
that, although at all times willing to contribute to the Infirmary, he must, as a man of 
business, and secretary of the Bolingey Hill Mine, decline Mr. Benson’s kind offer. He 
invited an inspection of the mine, in order to refute Mr. Benson’s calamnious assertion 
as to his puffing it up, and concluded by stating that so long as he was connected with 
it it shon'd be conducted on honest and fair principles. The last letter is from Mr. 
3enson, and dated the 13:h inst., in which the writer maintains his previous statements, 
asks who would go to Cornwall for the purpose mentioned by Mr. Walton, and expresses 
his surprise that that gentleman, as a man of business, nor the committee of the mine, 
do not come forward and purchase the shares, if 7s. 6d. each is a mere nominal price. 





In the Chancery suit instituted by Messrs, S. and W. Homfray against 
Messrs. R. Fothergill and W. H. Forman—all partners in the Tredegar 
Iron Company—a decision has been given in favour of Messrs. Homfray, 
who have been declared purchasers of Mr. Forman’s 10} shares at 16,3751, 
whilst an injanction has been granted against Mr. Fothergill in order to compel him 


to give Messrs. Homfray the refusal before offering his 54% shares to strangers. Inthe 
course of an elaborate judgment, the Vice-Chancellor (Stuart) observed that the suit was 
instituted to obtain the assistance of the Court to restrain an alleged violation of anim- 
portant clause in a Deed of Partnership. The true constraction of this clause, as ap- 
plied to the acts and conduct of the parties, is very difficult, and the duty of the Court 
is to consture it with a proper regard to the rights and benefits which it gives to each 
and a‘! of the contracting parties. Incases of private partnership composed of a few in- 
dividuals, as distinguished from joint-stock companies, clauses relating to a partial dis- 
solution by a sale or transfer of shares are of vitalimportance. The introduction of any 
stranger t whom the caprice of one partner may sell and transfer his share might not 
only produce disagreeable consequences by a compulsory association with a stranger, 
but might disconcert and, perhaps, destroy a successfal business, To the retiring part- 
ner, who wishes to sell his shares, the principal, if not the only, matter of importance 
is the price which he is to obtain. Bat if, by contract, the continuing partners have a 
right of pre-emption, the great value and importance of that right must be recognised, 
and the Court will restrain the violation of it, and will in a proper case enforce its perfor- 
mance. Looking at the answer of the defendants and the evideuce, it Is plain they havetwo 
objects In view —one is to sell to a stranger, the other is to evade the plaintiffs’ positive 
right of pre-emption. The meeting of May 17, 1865, at which they set up the pretence 
of refusing to make any offer to the piaintiffs, was immediately followed by an attempt 
to persuade the plaintiffs to consent toasaletoa stranger, According to the defendants’ 
own statement of their case, the only reason for refasing to the plaintiffs their right of 
pre-emption is, that they have not money to complete the purchase. Bat as this is a 
matter easily brought to the test, and as the defendants refuse to bring it to the test, it 
bears the appearance of a mere pretext. The right tolimit atime for payment of the 


principal outlay. The combustible gases produced under the patents are 
hydrogen and carbonic oxide, and these are made exclusively from coke 
by the decomposition of water, for though iron is employed in effecting 
this decomposition, it is revivified and restored to the metallic state at 
every succeeding stage of the manufacture, and so on again and again ad 
infinitum, without waste and without removal from the retort, the hydro- 
gen and carbonic oxide being generated separately, and passed into the 
same gasholder for mixture and subsequent consumption; coke, therefore, 
and water are the only substances really consumed in the process. A ton 
of coal, in round numbers, will produce in the ordinary gas manufacture 
an average of 9000 cubic feet, but under these patents the coke is entirely 
consumed, and produces from only 13 cwts. no less than 40,000 cubic feet 
of gas. Now, 25 per cent., or one quarter the coke obtained—that is to 
say, about 3} cwts. of coke to the ton of coal—is required as fuel for the 
furnaces under the existing system of gas-making. 

Allowing even more than double under this system, then 40,000 cubic 

feet of gas are produced from a consumption of 1 ton of coke—13 cwts. 
inside and 7 cwts. outside the retort—it is, however, believed that the con- 
sumption will be less than this. Further, the labour of production is less 
than half that of the present system for a less number of retorts; those 
containing the iron are almost permanently closed. All processes of puri- 
fication done away with, and consequently, no nuisances of any kind what- 
ever result from the manufacture. The 40,000 cubic feet of gas above re- 
ferred to as produced from 1 ton of coke is carbonic oxide gas exclusively. 
The quantity of hydrogen gas generated by the combustion of another ton 
of coke in the second or regenerative stage of the process of manufacture 
is far greater in volame than 40,000 cubic feet more, so that here again 
considerably more than 80,000 feet of the two combustible gases are pro- 
duced from the combustion of every 2 tons of coke. 
As intimately connected with the economical production of these gases 
under the present patents, it is of the highest importance, in a practical 
point of view, to consider the relative quantities of heat which they are 
capable of giving off in combustion when contrasted with coke (carbon). 
Carbon, hydrogen, and carbonic oxide, in combining with similar weights 
of oxygen, in the process of burning, give out carbon (coke), 24,240 units 
of heat; hydrogen, 34,462 units; and carbonic oxide, 36,876 units. (See 
Prof. Miller’s ‘* Chemistry,” vol. I.) 

It may also be observed that in all previous patents and experiments for 
the generation and use of these gases they are invariably obtained in a state 
of admixture with large volumes of nitrogen from atmospheric air, and 
other gases which greatly lower their inflammable and heat-producing 
power. Under Mr. Baggs’s patents the gases are not mixed with nitrogen, 
but are absolutely pure, and can be burnt with or without an admixture 
of atmospheric air. But that there may be no subsequent disappointment, 
it is the joint intention of the promoters of this company and of their en- 
gineer, Mr. Tom A. Hedley, to construct, in the first instance, works upon 
a small scale, but yet of sufficient dimensions, to demonstrate the thorough 
practicability of the invention, and its immediate usefulness as a cheap 
and available source of intense and controlable heat, applicable to a variety 
of manufactures and useful purposes, and also cuntaently suitable as an or- 
dinary medium of brilliant and economical illumination. 








Tae Coat Trave in America.—The particulars of last year’s produc- 
tion of the extensive anthracite coal fields of Eastern Pennsylvania is of 
great interest tous. The returns of the various collieries add up to 9,488,396 
tons of 2240 lbs. each—a decrease of about 500,000 tons when compared 
with 1864. The region to which the Reading Railroad is the outlet produced 3,835,176 
tons, of which neariy three-fourths were carried to market over that road. The Lehigh 
region produced 2,291,017 tons, The Pinegrove Collierles produced 157,840 tons, and the 
Shamokin 457,162 tons. The Lackawanna region produced 3,341,158 tons. Since the 
commencement of coal-mining operations in Pennsylvania, some 45 years ago, the enor- 
mous amount of 134,121,549 tons of anthracite coal have heen sent to market from the 
Pennsylvania mines. The bitaminous coal mines of Western Pennsyivanta in 1865 pro- 
daced 1,383,48€ tons, and in order to supply the demand for this kind of coal, although 
in the face of « high duty intended to be prohibitory, 685,052 tons of bituminons coal 
were imported. In 1820, when the coal trade of Pennsylvania began, the entire annual 
product was Yat 365 tons—1 tonaday. Nowa single raliroad—the Philadelphia and 
heading —has brought to market 100,000 tons in a single week. The only limit to the 
production tn 1865 was the absolute inability of the various roads and canals to carry 
the coal from the mines, and the prospective trade of the anthracite region in 1866 is 
estimated at 11,000,000 tons,

MANUFACTURE OF STEEL AND Homoceneous Iron.—The essence of 
the invention of Mr. Robert Mushet, of Cheltenham, consists in refining or 
purifying melted pneumatised pig-iron or cast-iron by the joint action of 
the pneumatic blast, and that of successive eliminations, by means of the sald pneumatic 
blast, of the carbon and manganese, and of the carbon, manganese, and titanium, of re- 
peated doses of spiegelei or of spt and titanic pig-metal, jointly added to 
melted pneumatised decarbonised pig-iron or cast-iron. 

MANvuractuRE oF SteEL.—According to the invention of Mr. Galy- 
Cazalat, which has recently undergone certain modifications, it is now pro- 
posed to decarbonise the iron completely, adding 10 per cent. of cast-iron, 
No. 1, as an economical way of restoring the necessary amount of carbon. 
To secure homogeneousness, he finds that the simplest and most effectual plan is to keep 
the metal in a state of fusion for at least fifteen minutes. To get rid of the blistering— 
hitherto effected by a tedious and costly process—he simply covers the top of the article 
cast (say a piece of ordnance) with an iron cap, strongly keyed dowa to the frame. By 
means of a tube in the cap he introduces into it a smali quantity of powder, made up of 
80 parts of saltpetre and 20 of carbon. The liquid mass ignites the powder, and & quan- 
tity of gas is generated, sufficiently powerful to produce a great and sudden pressure on 
the metal, capable of forcing out every blister, 

Treating Poor CoprerR Orres.—As an improvement upon the ordi- 
nary process of treating cupreous pyrites by the humid way, as practiced 
at Newcastle, Mostyn, and elsewhere, Mr. F. Claudet, of Coleman-street, 
proposes to proceed thus—The residual oxide of iron when thrown out of 
the tanks after lixiviation is generally too wet to be immediately used; 
when this is the case it is spread out on a floor, in order that part of the 
water may evaporate, or if more convenient, # portion may be dried by heat and mixed 
again with the wet ore,so as to reduce the proportion of water contained to about 15 per 
cent. In this state, although moist, it does not wet the hand, can be easily passed 
through a sieve, and is fit to mix with the powdered hydraulic cement. Toevery 20 cwts. 
of the above he adds about 1 cwt. of Portland cement (but he does not corfine himself 
strictly to these proportions), and incorporates the two thoroughly together by turning 
them over and over on a flat surface or mixing floor, and finally passing the mixture 
through asieve. After the cement bas been properly worked up with the oxide of iron 
it is ready for moulding and compressing; this may be effected in various ways. He 
employs a cast-iron framework, so divided as to contain a suitable number of hollow 
spaces or compartments of the size of the bricks intended to be made, which he prefers 
should be about 14% in. x 3in. x6in. This framework fs laid down on a flat surface 
or paved floor, and the prepared mixture shovelled intoand over the hollow spaces,and 
pressed well into them by ramming with a heavy wooden block, or otherwise by strong 
pressure, 80 as to fill them ascompactly as possible. The excess of ore is cleared off the 
surface and the frame lifted up, when the bricks, which are slightly tapered, detach 
themselves and remain on the ground. They will already be found to process sufficient 
consistence to admit of their being carried away to the drying-floor, and at the end of 
a few days, according to the size of the bricks, they will have set very firmly, and be 
dry enough to charge into the blast-furnace, and be employed precisely in the same way 
as ordinary iron ores. On a large scale all this could be performed by machinery. In 
the first place by the employment of hoppers of different sizes through which the ore 
and cement could be delivered by mechanical contrivance in the requisite proportions on 
to a sieve, whence they would pass into a species of pug-mil!, or a horizontal semicir- 
cular trough with a revolving one bearing blades, in which the mixture could be made, 
and the stuff conveyed to the moulding and press'ng machine, constructed on the prin- 
ciple of the well-known brick-making machines, and machines for moulding patent fuel. 
The process is not confined to the treatment of the residues from cupreous pyrites, for 
although it is particularly applicable to the treatment of these residues, still it may alse 
advantageously be applied to the treatment of other finely divided oxide of iron. 

IMPROVEMENTS IN TREATING Peat.—According to the invention of 
Messrs. Worssam and Evans, for treatment of peat as a fuel, and for illu- 
minating purposes, it is proposed toemploy a machine which consists, first, 
of a rotary horizontal cireular table of iron of great strength, having a 
number of boxes in the table in the form of abrick; each box is lined with metal plates, 
finely perforated, each box having a piston or plunger, with a perforated top and wheel 
at the bottom. This plunger runs on a circular inclined tramway, in the form of a 
horizontal screw, and as the table revolves the plungers rise and fall in the boxes, and 
are pulled down by the cams. Each box is provided with a perforated cover, which 
slides off and on, with a wheel attached toits upper surface, which worksin a fixed cam, 
as the table rotates. The horizontal circalar table is firmly held in its position by 
powerful slide brackets, each provided with rollers, placed in opposition to all counter 
movements. The under rollers support the table by a rim, which is again pressed on 
from above by the upper rollers; there are also side rollers to the brackets, to keep the 
table in steady working gear while it rotates. A pulping and feeding apparatus is 
fixed over the boxes. It consists of an iron cylinder, with a vertical shaft, with knives 
attached, placed at angles, so that as the knives move round the fibres of the peat are 
forced through the different plates, and then broken up, and the whole body of the 
materials is weil reduced to a pulp; it is then propelled downward by an eccentric feed 
motion into the boxes of the horizontal table. The covers close by means of an upper 
cam, and the table is moved by steam or other motive power, with suitable gear; as 
the table revolves the plungers respectively raise up thecircular inclined tramway,and 
gradually compresses the peat, and forces out its contained water througy the perforations, 
the pressure being completed, the boxes pass consecatively under thecam and opening, the 
plungers or pistons then rise over a sudden incline and force out the compressed block ; the 
plungers then lower, and pass under the pulping and feeding apparatus, and by these 
means the boxes are re-filled, covers closed, and the rotation of the the tables continued. 

Pumrs.—An invention has been provisionally specified by Mr. Honoré 
Maury, which consists in thus constructing pumps:—Upon two hollow 
columns, which serve as the suction and discharge pipes of the pump, he 
mounts a horizontal cylinder, the interior of which is in communication 
with the interior of each of the hollow columns. Within the cylinder a 
drum is caused to rotate on horizontal axes. This drum is always in con- 
tact at one point with a longitudinal packed rib on the inner surface of the cylinder, 
which shats off direct communication between two hollow columns; the drum is not 
in contact with the cylinder at any other point, but carries four or other number of 
spring pistons, which, as the drum rotates, bear against the inner surface of the cylin- 
der. These pistons are fitted in pairs at diagonally opposite points of the drum, each 
pair being connected by a tube passing through the axle of the drum. A spring is fitted 
behind each piston, and keeps it in contact with the surface of the cylinder. As the 
pistons in their revolutions approach the longitudinal rib before mentioned they recede 
into the drum until they have passed it, the corresponding piston being forced out on 
the opposite side. The cylinder is closed at each end by a plate; one of the plates is 
formed with an aperture and stuffing-boxes to receive the axle of the drum, and the 
other plate has on its inner face a socket to receive the other end of the axle, The 
plates are fixed to the cylinder by bolts, India-rubber or other washers being inter- 
posed to make the closing hermetic. The inner face of each plate has an annular 
groove filled with leather, for the ends of the drums to bear against. The cylinder is 
formed with two openings near its upper part for use in priming or starting the pump 
when required. These openings are closed hermetically by plates. One of the hollow 
columns is in communication with the well, and each column is formed with a socket 
to receive a pipe when required. Where the liquid had to be raised from a great depth, 
he fits the column in which it is raised with a valve to prevent the return of the liquid. 
The action is this:—The drum with the pistons being caused to rotate by a crank han- 
die in connection by toothed gearing with the axle of the drum, or in any other conve- 
nient manner, the pistons produce a vacuum in the first column, the liquid rises therein, 
is carried by the pistons round the upper part of the cylinder, and enters the other 
column, from which it may be led to any desired point. The action of the pump may 
be reversed, so that the d'scharge-pipe becomes the suction-pipe, and vice versa.

THE MINERAL RESOURCES OF WALES, 


A highly interesting lecture, upon the Resources of Wales, has recently 
been delivered at the Royal Institution, Swansea, by the Rev. Dr. Rees. 
After referring to the attractions of its scenery, the salubrity of its air and 
water, and the variety and value of the productions of its soil, the lecturer 
observes that, notwithstanding all these, Wales’ would have remained for 
ever a comparatively unknown and unimportant district of Great Britain 
had it not been for its boundless store of valuable minerals of every de- 
scription. The great coal field of South Wales extends from Pontypool, 
in Monmouthshire on the east, to St. Bride’s Bay, in Pembrokeshire, on the west, a 
distance of about 90 miles. Its average breadth is from 12 to13 miles. The wholearea 
is calculated by Mr. Joshua Richardson, of Neath, at 1055 square miles; and by Mr. 
Edward Hall, author of “ The Coal Fields of Great Britain,” at 1094. This immense 
field contains no less than 64 seams of coal, varying in thickness from 1 to 18 ft., and 
even 20 ft. The ag thickness of all these seams is 190 ft. 10 in.; but as several 
of the veins do not extend through the whole field, it is impossible to say what is the 
precise average thickness of the coal. Mr. Martin, whose paper on the South Wales 
coal field is the authority generally referred to, estimates the average thickness of the 
workable coal throughout the whole area at 95 ft., and he calculates that each square 
mile, after deducting one-third for waste ground and loss in working, will produce 
64,000,000 tons. According to this estimate the produce of the whole field would amount 
to the enormous quantity of seventy thousand millions of tons. Mr. Hussey Vivian’s 
estimate does not exceed thirty-six thousand millions, while that of Mr. Edward Hull 
is as low as twenty-six thousand millions. But even according to the lowest of these 
estimates, the South Wales field alone would supply the whole kingdom with coal at 
the rate of one hundred millions of tons a year for above 260 years. The produce of our 
coal field in the year 1864 was eleven millions of tons. If our home consumption and 
export trade were doubled, our ample resources are sufficient to supply our need for 
oearly 1000 years, according to Mr. Hall’s estimate; and for 3000 years according to 
Mr. Martin’s estimate. South Wales is not the only coal-producing district of the prin- 
cipality. There are three coal fields in North Wales, in the counties of Denbigh, Flint, 
and Anglesea, whose area is 111 square miles. The coal raised in North Wales last 
year (1864) amounted to nearly two millions of tons (1,987,060). The number of col- 
lieries is 81. Mr. Hull says that the Flintshire coal field will be exhausted in about 
40 or 50 years at the present rate of consumption; but he estimates the workable coal 
in the Denbighshire field at 903,000,000 tons, a sufficient quantity to last for above three 
centuries, were the consumption of the North Wales district to rise one-third above its 
present rates, exclusive of what remiains in the coal fields of Flintshire and Anglesea, 
which probably amounts to 27,000,000 or 30,000,000 tons. 

The mineral which ranks next to coal in point of practical value is fron ore, and hap- 
pily Wales is richly stored with it. The argiliaceous or clay ironstone, which has 
hitherto been chiefly used in the ironworks of Wales, is found in regular beds or veing 
interstratified with the coal The aggregate thickness of the veins in the 
lower series of the coal strata is about 5 ft., and the carbonaceous ore, or “ blackband,” 
which is found chiefly in the upper coal series, is from 18 to 36 in. thick. It is calcu- 
lated that each square mile of the coal fleld contains 11,000,000 tons of argillaceous and 
carbonaces iron ore, Several beds of calcareous hematite ore are to be found in the car- 
boniferous limestone on the south anticlinal line of the coal field at different points from 
Pontypool to Lydstep Point, in Pembrokeshire. These valuable ores are at present but 
very partially examined, but farther search will probably lead to new discoveries. The 
red hematite of the Permian series is also found in several districts outside the southern 
extremity of the coal field. It is now largely worked at Liantrissant, Wenvoe, and 
other places in Glamorganshire. The authors of the “ Memoirs of the Geological Sur- 
vey of Great Britain” remark “ that the iron ores of South Wales are not yet deve- 
loped so rapidly as to satisfy the requirements of the trade. Nearly 400,000 tons per 
annum of iron ores are imported from the Lancashire and Whitehaven districts in the 
North of England, and also large supplies are obtained from the South and West of Eng- 
land, Spain, Elba, and other foreign ports. The superior quality of the coal for smelting 
purposes seems to give this district an advantage which compensates for the want of 
very cheap iron ores. The iron ores in the South Wales district are not yet fully un- 
derstood and developed ; but the stubborn fact remains that with 25 cwts. of raw coal 
they can, and do when properly used, make a ton of pig-iron.” The quantity of iron 
ore raised in South Wales in the year 1864 was 468,355 tons 5 cwts., of the value of 
185,3607. 178.14. The average yield of the argillaceous ore is about 36 percent. of iron, 
and that of the hematite from 47 to 49 per cent. There are also in the coal districts of 
North Wales and their vicinities several beds of argillaceous and hematite ores; 29,127 
tons were raised there in 1864, valued at 98357. 12s. 6d. There are exhausted beds of 
lead and silver ores in almost every county of the Principality. The lead mines of Car- 
diganshire have been worked from the time of Henry VIII. to the present day. As 
early as the seventeenth century they yielded enormous profits to their proprietors. 
Lead and silver mines are also extensively worked in the counties of Flint, Denbigh, 
and Montgomery, and on a smaller scale in Pembrokeshire, Carmarthenshire, Brecon- 
shire, Merionethshire, and Carnarvonshire. When the railways which are now in 
course of formation in each of these counties are completed the vast mineral resources 
of the country will soon be greatly developed, which is but very partially the case at 
present. There are now in Wales no less than 300 mines, in which lead, silver, and 
other ores are worked. Parys Mountain has been for ages celebrated for its copper ore, 
and small quantities of the same ore are raised in Carnarvon, Merioneth, Montgomery, 
Cardigan, and Brecknock. The rocks of Wales contain not only coal, iron, lead, copper, 
zinc, and silver, but also gold. Gold mining in Wales isas yet initsinfancy. It wasonly 
about six years ago that the first attempt to open a gold mine was made; but such is 
the attraction of the precious metal that now we find in the limited district of Merio- 
nethshire no less than 21 mines opere4+. Wales also abounds with immense beds of 
the finest building and paving eton .a the world, which outcrop on the declivities of 
the hills through the length and breadth of the country, and might be quarried ata 
comparatively trifilng expense. These useful materials were not created in vain. The 
time will come when they shall be turned to some good account. Thousands of tons of 
the hard blue stone of Penmaenmawr and Nevin, in Carnarvonshire, are annually con- 
veyed to England and several foreign countries ; the fine flags of South Wales are also 
beginning to find their way to the English and other markets. The beautiful black 
marble of the limestone quarries of South Wales, which is capable of being cut into 
blocks of any dimensions, will some time or other attract the attention of the world. 
Neither should we omit to mention that exhaustless quantities of the finest fire-clay 
are to be found in almost every district of the principality, especially the mining districts. 

Ranking next to coal and iron oreas an important marketable commodity and a source 
of wealth to the community, is Slate. The mountains of Carnarvonshire, Merioneth- 
shire, and some districts of the counties of Denbigh, Montgomery, Carmarthen, and 
Pembroke abound with immense beds of the finest slate rocks in the world. Formerly 
slates were only used for covering the roofs of houses, but now they are brought into 
almost endless variety of purposes, such as cisterns, chimney-pleces, paving, and all 
sorts of fancy ornaments. It is said that the utility of the Carnarvonshire slates was 
discovered as early as the time of Queen Elizabeth, but it does not seem that any use 
had been made of them, further than roofing a few houses in the immediate neighbour- 
hood of the quarries, till the early part of the last century. A young woman, named 
Elizabeth Griffiths, drove a pony, which carried the first load of slates for shipment to 
the port of Bangor, in the year 1715. Notwithstanding the decided superiority of slate 
to every other material as a neat, light, and durable covering for the roofs of buildings, 
a considerable number of years elapsed before the public,'who usually cling with stupid 
tenacity to old customs, would allow it to replace unsightly and combustible thatch and 
clumsy tiles. As late as the year 1772 the clear annual profit of the Penrhyn Quarry, 
the almost only slate quarry then worked in Wales, was only 40/., but at present that 
quarry, which is certainly the largest in the world, yields to its proprietor the princely 
income of 120,0007. a year. The Lianberis Quarries rank next to the Penrhyn, and are 
said to be yielding the annual profits of 70,0007. The annual income of the late Lord 
Palmerston’s quarries, at Festiniog, is from 30,0002. to 40,0002. Besides these gigantic 
works there are 40 or 50 other slate quarries in Wales, chiefly in the counties of Car- 
narvon and Merioneth, where thousands of workmen are employed. About 14,000 men 
are employed in the slate quarries of the Principality, exclusive of carriers, railway men, 
and hundreds of labourers at the different ports where the slates are shipped, and it is 
calculated that not less than 600,000 tons of slate are sent to the market every year, 
which at the present average price of 50s. per ton amounts to 1,500,0002. sterling. This 
important branch of Welsh industry is as yet only in its infancy. The endless quan- 
tity of slate veins which her mountains contain, the superiority of Welsh slate to every 
other material of the same nature yet discovered in any part of the world, the ever in- 
creasing demand, which more than doubles the supply, together with the enormous pro- 
fits which the owners of Welsh slate quarries derive from them, will most certainly soon 
induce capitalists to join practical Welsh quarrymen to open new works and enlarge 
existing ones. The probability is that the markets of the world will be supplied 20 
years hence with treble the present quantity of slate, and what a source of wealth will 
that be to the landed proprietors, the working classes, and the community at large! 

The mineral resources of the country have brought into existence manufactories of 
gigantic magnitude for the smelting and the manufacturing of the different metals 
which the mines produce. The ironworks of South Wales are carried on on a very ex- 
tensive scale. It is evident that the Romans, when they invaded the island, constructed 
furnaces for smelting iron in South Wales, and it is very probable that iron smelting 
was carried on here to some extent during the middle ages. In the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth some of the Sussex fronmasters established ironworks in the counties of Mon- 
mouth and Gl gan, b | was the only fuel used for smelting the ore until 
late in the last century. The make of iron was consequently very limited. Dr. Thos. 
Llewellyn, in a book prblished in the year 1768, says that the fron manufactured then 
in Wales was scarcely sufficient to make ploughshares and shoes for the horses. When 
coke came into generel use instead of charcoal, and steam instead of water power, to 
furnish blast for the furnaces, an impetus was given to iron smelting, and it has ever 
since rapidly progressed. _Wefind that the entire produce of all the furnaces in Glamor- 
ganshbire in the year 1796 was only 16,304 tons of pig-iron; in 1820 it amounted to 
49,980 tons; in 1830 to 81,258 tons; in 1840 to 132,002 tons ; in 1846 to 243,616 tons; 
and in 1864 to 481,822 tons. The progress of the works in the adjoining counties during 
the same period was somewhat similar. There are at present in the Principality 52 
fronworks, with 211 furnaces,.141 of which are in blast, and their total produce of pig- 
iron in the year 1864 was 988,729 tons ; connected with these works there are 39 forges 
and mills, containing 1413 puddling furnaces, and 164 rolling mills. More than four- 
fifths of the total quantity of rails ‘annually exported from Great Britain are manufac- 
tured in South Wales, and shipped at Newport, Cardiff, Swansea, and Llanelly; large 
quantities of rails and other descriptions of manufactured iron are also sent by rail from 
Wales to Liverpool for shipment. 

Another branch of British industry, of which Wales has almost the entire monopoly, 
is copper smelting, which was commenced at Neath as early asthe year 1584. This, 
like fron smelting, aas progressed from age to age until it has attained the present gi- 
gantic scale on which it is carried on: 7000 tons was the estimated annual amount of 
copper smelted in this country from British and foreign ores about the commencement 
of the present century. The annual production amounted to 28,000 tons in the year 
1848, In that year the heavy and restrictive duty imposed upon copper ore was re- 
moved; in consequence of that the copper trade extended rapidly. The present annual 
production in the United Kingdom is about 50,000 tons, 43,000 of which is smelted in 
Swansea and the surrounding district, from Port Talbot on the east to Pembrey on the 
west. The copper trade has always been less fluctuating than the fron trade, and con- 
sequently the populations dependent upon it are less exposed to privations and unfa- 
vourable changes than those of the iron districts. Wales has nearly monopolised the 
manufacture of tin-plates as well as the smelting of copper. The most extensive ma- 
nufactories in the world are situate in the counties of Glamorgan, Monmouth, and Car- 
marthen. There are in these three counties no less than 27 tin-plate works, containing 
81 mills,and the estimated weekly make is 27,000 boxes, or 1,404,000 annually. Above 
300,000 tons of coal and charcoal are annually consumed at these works. Lead and 
silver smelting is also carried on very extensively at Bagillt, in Flintshire, and in the 
Swansea district.
